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INTRODUCTION. 

One evening as Mr. Herbert was conversing 
with his children on the services of the 
Church, and requesting them to mention any 
expressions which they did not thoroughly 
understand, his son "William, a fair-haired 
youth of about nine years of age, said there 
was a verse in the Tb Deum which had often 
puzzled him, and he should like to know what 
it meant. This led to the following conversa- 
tion. 

Me. Hebbebt. What is the verse which 
puzzles you, my dear ? 

William. It is "The noble abmt of

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an army was made up of soldiers. Were 
martyrs soldiers, papa? 

Mb. H. Yes, my dear, in a certain sense 
they were soldiers. All Christians are called 
soldiers of Jesus Cheist, because they have 
been enlisted under His banner in baptism, 
and have engaged to carry on a continual war 
against the world, the flesh, and the devil. 

William. But why is there said to be a 
noble army of martyrs : were there many 
martyrs ? 

Me. H. Yes, a great many. 

William. I do not quite understand yet 
what a martyr means. 

Me. H. It means one who has borne wit- 
ness to the truth of our holy religion, by 
dying for it sooner than giving it up. 

William. When did the martyrs live, 
and who put them to death ? 

Me. H. There have been martyrs or wit- 
nesses to the truth of religion under the 
Jewish, as well as under the Christian dis- 
pensation; but those are more particularly 
alluded to in the verse about which we are 
talking, who lived at the time our Blessed 
JjOMJ> was upon earth, or soon after, and who 
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were put to death by Jews or heathens. For 
three hundred years after Jesus Chbist was 
crucified, the kings of the earth were hea- 
thens, and some of them were very cruel 
towards the Christians who were subject to 
their power. They used to order the Chris- 
tians to offer sacrifices to Jupiter, and Mars, 
and Yenus, and other lieathen deities; and 
when they refused, as it was right they 
should, they were put to death. 

William. What good men they must 
have been, to have been so determined to 
serve God ! 

Mb. H. Yes, they were indeed good men, 
and their memories are still cherished in the 
Church. 

William. I wish, papa, you would tell 
us something about these good men. I should 
so much like to know their names, that I may 
think of them whenever I hear of " The noble 
AEMT OF MABTTBS." I suppose some of their 
names are known P 

Mb. H. Yes ; and although so many 
hundred years have passed since the deaths 
of these holy men, the particulars of their 
martyrdom are not forgotten.

midst of this crowd of noisy men one might 
be seen whose face was full of sweet and holy 
expression; and while all around him had 
countenances darkened by anger, he seemed 
to be unmoved by the violence which was dis- 
played. It appeared that the crowd was 
gathered about this quiet-looking man, and 
that the noise arose firom those who were 
disputing with him. Although many hard 
and bitter expressions were used, they never 
once provoked him to lift up his voice : and 
the cahnness with which he replied to their 
reproaches, and the gentleness with which he 
enforced the truths concerning which they 
were so eagerly disputing, only tended to stir 
up the anger of those who were unable to re- 
sist the wisdom and the spirit by which he 
spake.* And what do you think he was 
speaking about, which made these men so 
very angry? He was speaking about the 
LoED Jesus Cheist. He was showing how 
that He was the eternal Son of God, and 
that He was the Messiah promised to their 
fathers ; and that as the covenant into which 
God had entered with Israel, and the sacri-

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fices which He had commanded Moses to 
appoint, were intended to prepare the minds 
of the people for the coming of their Lobd, 
they must now be done away with; since 
Chbist was the Messiah Who was to come, 
and they therefore must not look for another. 
S. Stephen, who had been ordained by the 
Apostles as one of the seven deacons of the 
Church, was the holy man thus holding a dis- 
putation with the Jews : and the more clearly 
he proved that Jesus Chbist, Whom they 
had a short time before crucified and slain, 
was the Messiah, the more angrily did they 
rage against him. They found, however, that 
they could not prevail against S. Stephen in 
argument, so they determined, if possible, to 
destroy him. But before they attempted this 
wickedness, they knew that they must bring 
some charge against him ; and as he was a 
good and holy man, they could not discover 
that he had committed any crime which, if 
proved against him, would be punished by 
death. Still they were bent on his destruc- 
tion : and since there was no real crime which 
they could lay to his charge, they resolved 
to invent one, and to prove it \i7 i«^&fe "^^- 
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nesses, who for the sake of money were ready 
to say or do anything. So having found some 
men who were willing to bear false witness 
against S. Stephen, they charged him with 
having spoken blasphemous words against 
Moses, and against Qod. Such a charge 
they knew would greatly provoke their rulers, 
and would lead them to think that a man who 
could speak thus blasphemously was not fit 
to be believed. The Jews accordingly stirred 
up the people, and the elders, and the scribes, 
and came and seized S. Stephen, and brought 
him before their council. 

The Jewish council was sitting at the time, 
and the high priest was presiding over it. 
The crowd had no sooner rushed in with 
their prisoner, than they began to charge 
him with blasphemy ; and the false witnesses 
said, "This man ceaseth not to speak blas- 
phemous words against this holy place, and 
the law : for we have heard him say, that this 
Jesus of Nazareth shall destroy this place, 
and shall change the customs which Moses 
delivered us."* Such was the charge which 
the enemies of S. Stephen brought against

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him. False and wicked as it was, it caused 
no angry feelings in the mind of the saint : 
his heart was filled with holiness, and such 
a heavenly expression did it give to his 
countenance, that all who sat in the council, 
looking stedfastly on him, saw his face as it 
had been the face of an angel. 

When the accusers of S. Stephen had 
finished their charge, and when the members 
of the council saw that the charge produced 
no symptoms of guilt in their prisoner, the 
high priest said to him, "Are these things 
so ?** They thus apparently gave S. Stephen 
an opportunity of defending himself; and he 
might, if he had chosen, have brought many 
persons to prove that he had not been in the 
habit of speaking blasphemous words: that 
so far had he been from doing anything of the 
sort, he had always spoken with great reve- 
rence of Moses, and of the holy city Jeru- 
salem, and of the temple, and of the law 
which Moses had commanded: that he had 
spoken about these things in such a manner 
as all good and holy men speak about things 
which have served to answer great and im- 
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portaat purposes. He might also have brought 
forward many who could have proved how 
blamelessly he led his life ; and how carefully 
he attended to the wants of the poor, and es- 
pecially of the widows who were in distress. 
He might have brought forward witnesses 
who could have proved these things, and 
many more, to establish his innocence, but 
he chose rather to commit his cause to Gk)D, 
feeling with the royal saint of old, " Though 
an host of men were laid against me, yet shall 
not my heart be afraid; and though there 
rose up war against me, yet will I put my 
trust in Him."* Instead, therefore, of de- 
fending himself from charges which he knew 
were false, he gave an account of God's deal- 
ings with their fathers, and showed that they, 
no less than their sires, were a perverse race 
of men, unworthy of God's blessings. " As 
your fathers did," said he, " so do ye. Which 
of the prophets have not your fathers perse- 
cuted ? and they have slain them which 
showed before of the coming of the Just 
One, of Whom ye have been now the betray-

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ers and murderers.'* When they heard these 
things, they were cut to the heart. Their 
consciences told them all this was very true. 
They could not but be aware how graciously 
Q-QD had dealt with their forefathers, and how 
greatly they had rebelled against Him. And 
when they heard themselves compared with 
their rebellious fathers, and charged with 
being the betrayers and murderers of Jesits 
Chbist, for to Him S. Stephen alluded when 
he spoke of the Just Oitb, their anger knew 
no bounds. They could not deny the truth 
of all that had been said, and this provoked 
them to madness; and giving way to their 
fury, they were determined to be revenged. 

Oh, how fiend-like must their counte- 
nances have been! How must fury have 
shot from their eyes, and quivered on their 
lips, while they heard their unprotected pri- 
soner bring these accusations against them ! 
It must indeed have been a fearful sight to 
have seen these Jewish rulers sitting, cut to 
the heart by the words of S. Stephen, and 
gnashing upon him with their teeth ! What 
a contrast was presented by the calm de- 
meanour of the persecuted saint I 
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While his judges were thus forgetful of the 
dignity of their ofl&ce, and eagerly bent upon 
destroying their prisoner, S. Stephen being 
ftdl of the Holt Ghost, looked up stedfastly 
into heaven, and saw the glory of God, and 
Jestjs standing on the right hand of God, 
and said, " Behold, I see the heavens opened, 
and the Son op Man standing on the right 
hand of God !" This was indeed a blessed 
sight ; a sight which few eyes have had the 
privilege of beholding, and which few, more- 
over, could endure. For he beheld the hea- 
vens opened, and all that bliss and glory 
revealed which is laid up for all those who 
are true and faithful servants of God, who, 
while they are upon earth, believe in Him, 
fear Him, and love Him with all their heart, 
with all their mind, with all their soul, and 
with all their strength: who worship Him, 
who give Him thanks, who put their whole 
trust in Him, who call upon Him, who honour 
His holy Name and His word, and who serve 
Him truly all the days of their lives. Those 
who do all this will, when they die, go to 
heaven, and both see and enjoy the glory of 
that blessed place ; but S. Stephen was al- 
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lowed by Almighty God to see it before he 
died. When he declared the glory which he 
saw, those who heard him cried out with a 
loud Toice, and stopped their ears, and ran 
upon him with one accord. Angry as they 
were, they remained in their places while S. 
Stephen was charging them with their wicked- 
ness; but when they heard him not only 
speak of heaven, but also declare that he 
actually saw all the glories of it open before 
him, they could restrain themselves no longer, 
and they rushed from their seats like men who 
were beside themselves, determined no longer 
to hear the voice of him who had so greatly 
exasperated them. Being thus in a state of 
high fury, they did not wait for a regular 
trial ; the forms of Eoman law through which 
they must have gone would have caused too 
much delay ; they therefore raised a tumult, 
and, taking the law into their own hands, 
dragged their victim out of the city. And 
was there no one who would stand up in S. 
Stephen's defence, and try to stop the mad- 
ness of the people ? There were many who 
had the inclination, but no one had either 
power or courage to do so-, foT «ifc\iwv^ 
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there were many lioly men who sorrowed 
much over the cruel treatment which the 
deacon met with, yet as they were, for the 
most part, poor and humble men, they dared 
not to resist the violence of the people, which 
was now past fdl control, and which was en- 
couraged by the rulers themselves. Much 
would they have rejoiced to deliver S. Stephen 
out of the hands of his enemies, but feeling 
how weak they were, and how few in number 
compared with those who were persecuting 
him, they were forced to look at the grievous 
spectacle in sHence; and could do nothing 
but submit to their enemies and offer up 
their earnest prayer to God that He would 
be pleased to look down in mercy upon their 
sorrows, and make them work together for 
their good. 

"With noise and clamour the cruel persecu- 
tors of the saint stood around him, as soon as 
they were come without the walls of Jerusalem. 
It is almost wonderful that they waited until 
they had passed through the gate of the city 
before they began their work of murder, but 
they were afraid of putting any one to death 
withm the city ; so their fear got the better 
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of their fiuy, and for a few minutes kept 
them firom their purpose. 

Oh what a sad and painful sight it must 
have been to have seen this holy man hurried 
through the city by those who were thirsting 
for his blood ! And sadder still it must have 
been to have seen him standing alone, sur- 
rounded by a crowd of murderers, who were 
throwing great stones at him, as he called 
upon G-OD, and said, " Loed Jesus, receive 
my spirit." One would have thought that 
they would almost have been afraid of injur- 
ing a man who thus showed how greatly he 
trusted in Gton. But rage had so completely 
got possession of their minds that they never 
thought of this, nor cared for the conse- 
quence. 

As they continued throwing their mur- 
derous stones at S. Stephen, he kneeled 
down, and cried with a loud voice, " Lobd, 
lay not this sin to their charge." Thus fol- 
lowing the example of his Lobd and Master, 
Whose last prayer for those who were shed- 
ding His blood was, " Patheb, forgive them, 
for they know not what they do."* Although

the enemies of S. Stephen were killing him in 
a cruel manner, yet it pleased God that death 
should come upon him very gently ; so gently 
indeed did it come, that when he died, he 
seemed to fall asleep. 

At that sad hour few wished to change 
places with the martyr ; but how many would 
now joyfully exchange! What would not 
those cruel men who stoned him to death 
give to share the glory to which his sufferings 
led! But no exchange can be made; nor 
can the wicked by any possibility share the 
happiness of the saints. It may, perhaps, be 
asked, Why did not Qod deliver S. Stephen 
out of the hands of his enemies ? Why did 
he not destroy those cruel men in a moment, 
as He could have done if he had chosen ? 
We know that God can do anything that 
pleases Him ; and we may therefore be sure 
that God saw it would be best to leave these 
cruel men alone, and to let them put S. Ste- 
phen to death. By dying in this manner S. 
Stephen was received into the it^oble aemt 
OF MAETYES ; and had not only the honour 
of being the first who suffered martyrdom for 
the Christian religion, but also of being for 
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ever remembered in the Church with love and 
admiration. And besides, when men saw 
that S. Stephen was ready to undergo a cruel 
death for the sake of the Gospel of Cheist, 
it encouraged them to become Christians, at 
a time when such encouragement was want- 
ing, on account of the hatred which the hea- 
thens bore towards the religion of Jesus 
Cheist. Many, in consequence, received 
that holy religion, who would have, perhaps, 
been afraid to do so, if they had not seen or 
heard of one, who for the sake of those joys 
which are promised in the world to come, 
was willing to lay down his life in order that 
he might obtain them. Those who thus put 
S. Stephen to death little thought that 
through their cruelty many others would 
become followers of Jesus Cheist ! that the 
very means which they employed to injure 
His religion, would afterwards cause it to 
spread all over the world. Such are the 
wonderful dealings of God ! So are His ways 
higher than our ways, and His thoughts than 
our thoughts ! 

Whenever we think about those holy men, 
who for the sake of their religion ^et^ ^^ '^^ 
c 
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a cruel death, let us remember how faithful 
they were to the last, and strive and pray to 
be enabled to follow their good example, that 
when we die, Jesus Cheist may receive us 
into His everlasting kingdom. 




" Lo, He stands at His martyr's side, 
Death with nobler life sarrounding, 
And takes him with Him to abide. 
The dread tyrant's wrath confounding.*' 

TuEEE was a proud and haughty king named 
Herod, the grandson of that Herod who 
wished to destroy Jesus Cheist, and who, 
in the wicked hope of doing so, cruelly put 
to death all the little children in Bethlehem. 
He reigned for ahout three years in Judea, 
and during that time showed that he was no 
less cruel than his grandfather ; and that as 
his grandfather had tried to kill Jesus 
Cheist, he was determined to follow his 
example by destroying as many of His disci- 
plea as he could get into his power. Oh, 
what sad times were those, when the believers 
in the Loed Jesus Cheist were obliged to 
hide themselves from their eueioAft^, o^ ^^'^ 
c 2 
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be in danger of being put to death ! God 
However, can always bring good out of evil ; 
and the cruel deaths which holy men of old 
suffered, proved how much better they thought 
it was to die for the sake of Jesus Chbist, 
than to live without knowing anything about 
Him ; and this encouraged others to believe 
in that Name, through which alone we can 
be saved.* We too may derive benefit from 
it ; for if we should ever be vexed with any- 
thing here on earth, we have only to look 
back at the holy martyrs of old, and see what 
they suffered, and then let us ask ourselves 
why we cannot patiently suffer some of the 
evils of life, when they were willing to give 
up even their lives, because they thought it 
was their duty to do so ? At the period to 
which we are now referring, Judea was a 
Eoman province, and Herod went to Eome 
to ask the emperor to make him a king ; and 
having obtained his request, he returned back 
to Judea to take possession of his kingdom. 
Herod was a Jew, and the Jews continued to 
hate the Christians as much as they had 
hated the Loed Jesus Cheist, and we can-

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not be surprised that they did so, because our 
Lord had told His disciples that if the Jews 
called the Master of the house Beelzebub, 
much more would they call those of his house- 
hold by that name :* by which we understand 
Him to say, that if the Jews called Jesus 
Christ a wicked man, and would not listen to 
the gracious words which He spoke, butwished 
to put Him to death. His followers, who were 
called Christians, must expect to be treated 
even worse than He was : but He also told 
them not to be afraid of those who could only 
kill the body, and who could not hurt the 
soul ; and He also said, " Be of good cheer, 
I have overcome the world." 

The Jews thus continuing to hate the very 
name of Christians, and Herod having been 
appointed by the emperor Caligula to reign 
over them, he thought he could not obtain 
the favour of the Jews more certainly, or in 
a quicker way, than by persecuting those 
who were called Christians. The greater 
and better known any Christian was, the 
more surely he thought he should gain the 
goodwill of the people by putting him to

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death. We may suppose that he would thus 
reason with himself as he sailed along from 
Eome to Judea : " I am a very lucky person to 
have obtained the kingdom of Judea from the 
Eomans, which my grandfather once had, and 
also my uncle, but which has now for a long 
time been ruled over by a Eoman, who is 
called the governor. I must take care not to 
lose it again. Let me see : it was the discon- 
tent of the Jews which caused my family to 
be driven away; I must, therefore, try to 
regain the favour of the Jewish people. Now 
how can I best manage to do tMs ? I know 
that the Jews hate the Christians, and I have 
no great love for them; I will, therefore, 
persecute them as soon as I get possession of 
my kingdom, and by doing that I shall be- 
come a great and powerful king." "We may 
easily imagiue that such thoughts filled his 
mind as he sat listening to the bubbling waves 
which gently washed against the side of the 
fihip, as she pursued her course through a 
calm and unruffled sea. When he landed he 
soon put his evil intentions into effect ; and 
having commenced a fierce persecution, he 
seized upon S. James, whose reputation was 
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very great, since he, together with his brother 
S. John, and the apostle S. Peter, had been 
selected by our Lobd Jesus Chbist to wit- 
ness that glorious sight, which was called the 
Transfiguration of our Lobd on Mount Ta- 
bor, and also to be present at that sad time 
when our Lord suffered such bitter agony in 
the garden of Gethsemane. All this had 
made S. James a very remarkable character 
among the early Christians, and rendered him 
an object which Herod was likely to seize 
upon, in order to gain the good opinion of 
those who were sure to be much pleased by 
the death of one whom they had often heard 
talking of the Loed Jesus Christ, and of 
all the wonderful and glorious things which 
he had seen when he was with our Lobd 
upon earth. 

Accordingly he seized upon S. James, and 
condemned him to be put to death. When 
the hour arrived for this faithful servant of 
his Lobd to die, there was a crowd assembled 
to see the mournful sight. Some were there 
whose hearts were delighted to think that a 
man whom they hated for his goodness would 
soon cease to make them angry : tlveae -^^^ 
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impatient for the coming of the prisoner, who 
was about to bear witness to the truth of the 
Gospel, even by his death. Every minute 
seemed an hour to these impatient people, and 
the least stir at a distance made them think 
that the holy man was coming. Others were 
there with sad and mournful countenances, 
whose hearts were too fuU to give utterance 
to their feelings, and who came there to learn 
how a true and sincere Christian ought to 
die. Many and bitter were the taunts they 
received from the crowd of unbelievers, and 
many were the threats held out to alarm 
them. At length, however, all was silent, 
and S. James was seen coming along with a 
soldier who was guarding him. There was 
no fear in the countenance of the Apostle, 
but a pleasing serenity overspread his face as 
he walked with a firm step to the place of 
execution. Neither the crowd of bloodthirsty 
men who were gathered together, nor the pre- 
parations which had been made for his execu- 
tion, could shake his constancy, or subdue his 
courage. It was, indeed, a wonderful sight 
to see that venerable man so calm and so 
composed when in the hands of his enemies ; 
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and to witness the firm reliance which he had 
on his Lobd's support in his last sad trial to 
which he was about to be subjected. Among 
the crowd of spectators by which he was sur- 
rounded there was one man who seemed to 
be perfectly overcome by his patience and his 
courage. One who, although he had often 
mingled in the bloody fight, and seen heroes 
perish through love for their country, had 
never yet seen any one so completely un- 
moved by the approach of an ignominious 
death, at the hands of a public executioner. 
This man was the soldier who had guarded 
S. James, and who was conducting him from 
his dungeon to the place of execution. His 
eyes appeared to be riveted on his prisoner, 
and he now felt sure there must be truth in 
that religion which enabled him who professed 
it to be so calm and so composed at such an 
awful time. He heard him as he slowly 
walked along discoursing on the truths which 
he had learned of Jesus Christ, and of that 
wondrous love for mankind which caused the 
LoBD of life and glory to come down from 
heaven, and to take upon Him our nature, 
that He might open the kingdom of heaven 
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to all believers. He heard him tell of all 
that Jesus had done and said whilst upon 
earth ; of the kindness He had shown, and 
the hardships He had undergone. He heard 
him relate what He had suffered in order to 
save men from their sins, and to make them 
for ever happy in His heavenly kingdom. 
He moreover heard him declare his firm re- 
liance on the promises of his Loed, and how 
utterly worthless everything upon earth is, 
compared with the true riches, and never- 
ending glory of the kingdom of heaven. " Let 
death come," said he, "with all its horrors, 
it will bring me soon to everlasting joys !" 
The soldier's heart was moved by the dis- 
course which he had heard ; he beheld in his 
prisoner a servant of the living Qod : and 
being forcibly struck, not only with the dis- 
course, but also with the whole demeanour of 
the Apostle, he fell down at his feet, and em- 
braced Christianity ! 

This greatly increased the rage of the 
Apostle's enemies ; and the singular conver- 
sion of the Eoman soldier made them more 
determined than ever to suppress, if possible, 
the Christian religion. They seized the new 
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convert, and from a soldier appointed to 
goard another, he was changed into a pri- 
soner ; and in the same hour that he became 
a Christian, he became also a martyr for the 
sake of his new religion ! 

Amidst the tumult which this remarkable 
scene had excited, S. James and the soldier 
were brought to the place of execution ; and 
as they were approaching it, the soldier in- 
treated the Apostle to pardon him for having 
taken any part in bringing him to execution. 
He said that he was obeying the commands 
of his superior officers, who were acting under 
the directions of those who were in authority, 
and that he was therefore compelled to take 
the part he did against so holy, and so inno- 
cent a man. S. James silently listened to 
the soldier's apology, and then pausing for a 
few moments, as though he were deliberating 
what to say in reply, exclaimed, " Peace be to 
thee !" They then embraced each other with 
the tenderest affection, such affection as 
Christian hearts alone can feel ; and when at 
length the patience of their enemies was ex- 
hausted, they calmly laid their heads upon 
the block, and the executioner having per- 
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formed his cruel office, their souls entered 
into that ^orious rest which remiunetii for 
the people of GtOD. Thus fell S^. James^ — the 
first of the ^orious company of apostles that 
receired a martyr's crown. In liie death of 
this sesnrant of GrOD the wickedness and 
cmelty of msa seemed to triumph ; but the 
triumph was not of long continuance; for 
Idle hand of God was soon after stretched out 
against tiiose who had done yiolfince to the 
Apostle. 

When Inng Kerod had reigned about three 
yearS) and had during liiat time Med up his 
measure of wickedness^ he went down £rom 
Jerusalem to Cffisarea to superintend the 
pCT&rmance of some games whick were about 
to be celebrated in honour of the Soman em- 
peror. The exhibitions whick were usual on 
such oecasona brought together great crowds 
of people, and they w«-e not thought beneath 
the attention of the great men of the pro- 
Tince. The games commenced in the most 
[ecras manner; and it was not till long 
the shades of erening had set in that 
ipecifftors retired £rom the attractive 
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On the morning of the second day of this 
grand festiYal, the king having arrajed him- 
self in his most splendid robes, entered the 
theatre ; while the bright rays of an eastern 
Bun which were reflected brilliantly from the 
BilYer ornaments of his robes added greatly 
to the magnificence and kingly bearing of his 
person. Indeed the grandeur which was dis- 
played on this occasion was so unusual, that 
when Herod had ended an oration to those 
around him, many of his foolish flatterers ex- 
claimed that he was a god : and they besouglit 
him to be propitious unto them. " Hitherto," 
said they, "we have reverenced thee as a 
man, but now we acknowledge thee to be 
above mortal nature : thou art a god !" This 
impious flattery being far from displeas- 
ing to the king, he neither refused the blas- 
phemous homage, nor rebuked those who 
offered it. But he had soon reason to bit- 
terly regret his folly. Amid the splendour 
with which he was surrounded, and during 
the time he was listening with foolish grati- 
fication to the impious flattery which was ad- 
dressed to him, he suddenly beheld an angel 
over his head, whom he feared was the herald 
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of some impending evil. Althougli his cour- 
tiers flattered him by telling him that he was 
more than a man, he well knew that it was 
an untruth ; and no sooner did he behold 
something supernatural, than his guilty con- 
science told him that his vanity and pride 
were bringing down upon him the angry dis- 
pleasure of the living God ! 

He was immediately seized with a sharp 
pain which seemed to pierce his heart, arid in 
the midst of his agony he turned towards his 
servants and said, " Behold, I whom ye called 
your god am now about to end my life ; and 
the affliction which is now laid upon me at 
once proves the falsehood of your base adula- 
tion. I whom ye called immortal am now 
about to be snatched away by death: but 
that which Providence has decreed must be 
borne with. "We have hitherto lived by no 
means despicably, but in such splendour as 
was by many deemed most fortunate. But — " 
here the pain becoming extremely violent, he 
could add no more, and he was carried to- his 
palace, where he soon afterwards died in most 
excruciating torments. 

How very difterent was the end of this 
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cruel king compared with that of the Apostle 
whom he had persecuted even to death ! 
The one had good hope in his death, for he 
died bearing witness to the religion of Jesus 
Chbist, and well knew that although for the 
sake of Chbist he lost his life in this world, 
yet he would assuredly find it again in 
Chbist' s everlasting kingdom. That as he 
suffered for his Divine Master upon earth, so 
would he reign with Him eternally in heaven. 
The other had nothing to support him in the 
bitter agony of mind and body which he suf- 
fered. He had not only persecuted God's 
servants, but he had also allowed his flatter- 
ing attendants to confer upon him divine 
honours ; and he therefore felt that in the 
severity of his pain he was only experiencing 
the anger of God ! Knowing his own weak- 
ness, and being conscious of his guilt, his 
mind was as much oppressed as his body, and 
death could not be looked forward to as a 
relief firom his sufferings! Srace the holy 
Apostle S. James and his cruel persecutor 
met their deaths under such widely different 
circumstances, it should be our constant en- 
deavour so to foUow the example of S. James, 
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that forsaking all worldly and carnal affec- 
tions, we may be evermore ready to follow 
God's holy commandments, that we may in- 
deed die the death of the righteous, and that 
our last end may be like his !*

" Thou hast with Paul in labours stood, 
Blest bond of brotherhood 1 
One in the mandate sent from high. 
And one in charity.'* 

Among the many worshippers who fre- 
quented the temple of the Lord at Jeru- 
salem, there was one who was distinguished 
by his devotional manner, and regular attend- 
ance on the worship of GtOB. He was not 
indeed a native of Judea, although he was of 
the tribe of Levi, but he was bom in Cjrprus, 
to which island his forefathers had fled in 
order to escape the troubles occasioned by 
Antiochus Epiphanes, the cruel king of Syria. 
Daily might he be seen bending his steps to- 
wards that holy place where God had from 
of old recorded His Name, and returning 
with a calm and cheerful brow. He was con- 
scious that he had performed his duty to the 

D 
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LosD, and he returned with a humble trust 
that his services had been graciously accepted. 
This youth was no other than that servant of 
God who was called Joses, and afterwards 
Barnabas. 

At the period to which I am now referring 
he was a fellow student with Saul, afterwards 
called Paul, who, as he himself informs us, 
was instructed by a learned doctor of the law, 
named Qtimaliel.* While the heart of Saul 
remained hardened against the doctrines which 
were now beginning to be preached by our 
LoBD and Satiotjb Jestts Chbist, Barnabas 
felt that it was his duty to listen to them ; 
and again and again would he withdraw 
from the company of his fellow students 
for the purpose of drawing near to Jesfs, 
and witnessing the wonderful miracles 
which He performed. It was not likely 
that so devout and so humble a person 
as S. Barnabas was, would long resist the 
convictions which the miracles of Jesus 
Chbist were sure to carry with them to a 
mind which was sincerely desirous of receiv- 
ing the truth, and whose earnest prayer was

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that lie might be .led in the way to everlasting 
life. Thus every miracle which our Loed 
performed, awakened a firesh feeling of as- 
surance that He was the Son of God, and 
drew the heart of His youthful follower closer 
to Himself. No sooner was S. Barnabas per- 
suaded that JEsrs was indeed a Teacher sent 
from Q-OD, than he resolved to devote himself 
to his Divine Master, and to enrol himself 
among His followers. He did not, however, 
remain satisfied with the devotion of himself 
to the service of his Lobd, but he immediately 
informed his sister Mary that he had found 
the Messias Whom the Jews were then 
anxiously expecting ; and she, together with 
her son Mark, was persuaded to listen to the 
new doctrine; and they both immediately 
afterwards became true and faithful followers 
of our LoBD. It was in her house that Jesus 
ofbtimes met His disciples, and in the same 
place the members of the early Church used 
to assemble after their Lobd's ascension into 
heaven. 

We may form some idea of the amiable 
character of S. Barnabas from the fact of his 
being called "The son of consolation," a 
1)2 
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name which is said to have been given to 
him, either because he had great skill in 
soothing and raising up troubled minds, or 
else because he liberally relieved the wants of 
those who were in distress. His liberality is 
particularly noticed by S. Luke in the Acts 
of the Apostles,* where it is said that " Joses, 
who by the Apostles was sumamed Barnabas, 
which is, being interpreted, the son of conso- 
lation, a Levite, and of the country of Cyprus, 
having land sold it, and brought the money, 
and laid it at the Apostles' feet." Cyprus 
at that time was famed for its riches ; and it is 
probable that the parents of S. Barnabas while 
living there had acquired riches, which their 
holy son devoted to the use of the Church. 

The death of S. Stephen, wliich happened 
shortly after this liberal gift of S. Barnabas, 
caused the disciples of Jesfs Cheist to be 
dispersed far and wide;, for they were as 
eagerly sought after by their enemies as if 
they had been wild beasts. They would not, 
indeed, through fear of death deny the reli- 
gion which they professed, but they thought 
it would be for the benefit of the sacred cause

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in whicli they were engaged, if they could 
aroid persecution by lawM means. Thus 
they wandered about in sheep skins, and goat 
skins; being destitute, afficted, tormented, 
they wandered in deserts, and in mountaios, 
and in dens and caves of the earth * During 
these hard and trying times, S. Barnabas had 
his full share of the affictions which befel the 
faithful followers of the Lokd. But he well 
knew that He in Whom he had believed 
would reward him in heaven for any pains or 
sorrows which he had sujBfered on His account 
upon earth. Thus, moreover, were all the 
faithfiil servants of Jesfs Cheist supported, 
and have become to us " a great cloud of wit- 
nesses." t Nothing is related of S. Barnabas 
during this dispersion of the Christians, until 
he went to S. Paul after his wonderful con- 
version, and introduced him to the Apostles. 
But while the Christians were thus scat- 
tered abroad, they were not forgetful of the 
importance of conveying to others a know- 
ledge of heavenly truth : and therefore 
wherever they went the Gospel was spread. 
When numbers had thus been turned from

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idolatry to serve the living God at Aiitiocb,the 
Church which was at Jerusalem determined 
to send S. Barnabas down to strengthen the 
new converts, and to confirm them in the 
faith of Cheist. There he long exerted him- 
self in the service of his Divine Master ; and 
there the disciples first received the name 
of Christians. We again find S. Barnabas 
busily engaged in collecting relief for the 
Church in Judea, and conveying the alms of 
the feithfiil at Antioch to the perishing 
Christians at Jerusalem. The time was now 
come when S. Barnabas was to be employed 
in the conversion of more distant heathen 
nations, to which service he and S. Paul were 
set apart by command of the Holt Ghost. 
They commenced their extended ministry at 
the city of Seleucia, which was situated on 
the river Orontes, where that river empties 
itself into the Mediterranean sea, from whence 
they sailed to Cyprus, S. Barnabas' native 
country. Here wondering crowds listened to 
the preaching of the Apostles, and many 
wonderful miracles were performed in sight 
of all the people. It would take long to 
relate all that these two servants of Gon did, 
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or to mention all the places to which they 
trayelled. Sometimes they were cruelly 
treated; and at Antioch in Fisidia, a city far 
distant from the Antioch which has before 
"been mentioned, they were actually stoned 
by the yery people who a short time before 
belieyed that they were Jupiter and Mercury, 
two of the heathen gods ! 

At length, however, these companions sepa- 
rated, and pursued their way in different 
directions. S. Paul, taking Silas with him, 
visited the Churches of Syria and Cilicia, 
while S. Barnabas, accompanied by Mark, 
proceeded to Cyprus. This faithful servant 
of his LoBD being desirous of spreading as 
far as possible those truths by which alone 
we can become wise unto salvation, was not 
contented to remain in Cyprus, but sailed to 
other places as the messenger of Jesus 
Cheist. In the course of his travels he is 
said to have visited Eome, and to have been 
one of the first that made known the Chris- 
tian feith in that city. The arrival of one who 
had been a personal attendant upon Jesus 
Chbist while He was upon earth caused a 
great concourse of people to assemble, and 
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although when he addressed the people who 
were met together, his speech was laughed to 
scorn hy the philosophers of those days, yet 
it made a deep impression upon the hearts 
and minds of those whose hearts were ready 
to receive the truth. " O ye Eomans, give 
ear,*' said he ; "the Sow of G-od has appeared 
in the country of Judea, promising eternal 
life to all that are willing to emhrace it, and 
to lead their lives according to the will of the 
Fathee Who sent Him. Wherefore, change 
your course of life, and turn from a worse to 
a better state ; from things temporal to those 
that are eternal. Confess that there is only 
one God, Who is in heaven: and Whose 
world you unjustly possess before His righte- 
ous face. But if you amend and live according 
to His righteous laws, you shall be translated 
into another world, where you shall become 
immortal, and enjoy the unspeakable glories 
and happiness of that state. Whereas, if 
you persist in your infidelity, your souls, after 
your bodies perish, shall be cast into a place 
of flames, where they wOl be eternally tor- 
mented under the anguish of an improfitable 
and too late repentance. Por the present life 
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is to eyery one the only space and season of 
repentance." "With breathless anxiety the 
crowd listened to this plain, but awM speech. 
At first a deep silence prevails, each man 
looking at his neighbour with astonishment 
and alarm. By degrees, however, the silence 
was broken by many a hurried whisper, in 
which a determination to attend to the Apos- 
tle's teaching was expressed. A little way 
off stood a band of solemn looking men, who 
were engaged in earnest discourse. These 
were the philosophers of Eome, who had 
been listening in scorn to the teaching of 
S. Barnabas. The truths which he had 
spoken found no place in their hearts ; God's 
truth was to them foUy ; and being wise in 
their own conceits, Q-qd sent them a strong 
delusion, that they should believe a lie.* 
Everything belonging to the religion of our 
LoBD and Satioue Jesfs Chbist was so 
very different from what the philosophers 
considered to be proper, that in the hardness 
of their hearts they could not bring them- 
selves to believe all that Q-on had at sundry 
times, and in divers manners spoken. But

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our Apostle was not daunted by their sneers, 
nor checked in speaking to the people by the 
opposition which was raised against him by 
these proud and headstrong men. He knew 
in Whom he had believed : he had seen the 
opposition which had been raised against his 
Master's discourses, and he was, moreover, 
cheered by the recollection of that memorable 
saying of his Lobd : " In the world ye shall 
have tribulation; but be of good cheer, I 
have overcome the world."* 

S. Barnabas, however, did not long remain 
at Home; he felt much interested in the 
people of Cyprus, and again returned to his 
native country. Here was the end of his 
joumeyings, and here he was called to his 
rest ; for here he was enrolled in the koble 
AEMT OE MAETTES. On his rctum to Cyprus 
he was imwearied in his endeavours to turn 
his heathen countrymen jfrom worshipping 
dumb idols to serve the living God. His 
preaching was listened to by many; and 
again and again some might be seen return- 
ing from S. Barnabas with a fixed and steady 
determination to turn unto the Lobi). Satan,

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howeyer, did not like to see his servants 
taken away firom him. He well knew that 
ere long his kingdom must give way, but he 
wished to preserve it as long as he could; 
and therefore stirred up all the evil passions 
of our corrupt nature in order to support his 
sway in the world. It was on this account 
that he caused some Jews from Syria to Mi 
upon S. Barnabas as he was disputing in a 
synagogue. These men being full of fury 
were not in a fit state to be convinced of the 
error of their opinions : they would not even 
listen to the arguments of the holy man; and 
being unable to contradict the truth of what 
he said, they thought they should best silence 
him by shutting him up. They accordingly 
made a prisoner of him in the synagogue, and 
kept him in confinement till night, when they 
thought that no one would see the deed of 
violence on which they were bent, and that 
therefore no one would call them to account 
for it. They forgot that there was an eye 
ever upon them; that the darkness is no 
darkness with God, but the night is as clear 
as the day : that the darkness and light are 
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both alike to Him.* Although S. Barnabas 
was fully aware that he was in the hands of 
cruel enemies, he felt no fear. The hours of 
his confinement passed pleasantly along, be- 
cause he knew that whatever his enemies 
might do, he was under the sure protection 
of One Who would never leave him nor for- 
sake him. The recollection of his Divine 
Master gave him very great encouragement, 
and he looked forward to death with pleasure 
because then all his troubles would be ended, 
and he would then enter into the joy of his 
LoED. When he was shut up from aU his 
earthly friends, he had the joy and comfort of 
knowing that he still had the spiritual pre- 
sence of a Priend Who sticketh closer than a 
brother. 

At length the shades of night began to 
spread around the lonely isle of Cjrprus, and 
when a thick gloom had rested on the works 
of man, the servants of Satan began to stir 
abroad, being eagerly bent on accomplishing 
the deed on which they had previously re- 
solved. They hurried to the synagogue, and

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quickly dragged their victim from his confine- 
ment. After torturing him with every painful 
torment that they could think of, they made 
him kneel down, and then stoned him to 
death! 

It might have been supposed that when 
life was departed from the body they would 
have left their victim. But it was not so. 
"When the spirit had fled they endeavoured 
to destroy the lifeless body, and accordingly 
threw it into a fire ; but the flames seemed 
to have more pity than man, and refused to 
consimie the mangled remains of the saint. 
There it lay, the flames burning with violence 
around it, without doing it the least injury ! 
And when his cruel persecutors found that 
the elements would not minister to their ven- 
geance, they left the scene of their murder in 
vexation and anger. John Mark, who had 
been a faithful friend of S. Barnabas, watched 
at a distance the murder of his kinsman, and 
when all was still, and the murderers had 
departed, he and a few other Christians, who 
were fondly attached to the martyr, carried 
off his body, and privately buried it in a cave 
not flax distant from the place of bis martyr- 
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dom. His Mends deeply felt his loss, and 
bewailed with many tears the death of their 
dearly beloved companion : but in the midst 
of their sorrows they were comforted by the 
assurance that although he was removed from 
them, he was gone to that blessed place 
which his heavenly Master had prepared for 
him. 





" Though far iu space and time apart. 
One Spirit sways you all : 
And we in those blest characters. 
Hear now that living call.*' 

The blessed Apostle S. Paul had dwelt in the 
city of Ephesus about three years, and dur^g 
that time he had converted many of the wor- 
shippers of the heathen goddess Diana to 
the service of the ALMiaHTY. Many were 
the hoary heads which now bowed down at 
the name of the Loed Jesus Cheist, which 
had long given their homage to Diana ; and 
many were the youths and maidens who, in- 
stead of following their forefathers in an 
idolatrous worship, now dedicated themselves 
to the God Who made the heavens and the 
earth ; to the Loed Jestjs Cheist, Who had 
suffered a cruel death upon the cross for 
them and their salvation ; and to the Holy 
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Ghost the Comforter, on Whose assistance 
they relied amid the dangers and temptations 
of a naughty world. But as S. Paul was 
commissioned to preach the Gospel to other 
heathen nations, he did not think it right 
to remain any longer at Ephesus. Before 
he took his departure, he determined to ap- 
point some one in whom he had confidence 
to be the head and the guide of the Church 
at Ephesus when he should be far away. He 
well knew that whoever was appointed to 
this sacred office would be in great danger ; 
but he knew also that we ought not to count 
our life dear when the Loed calls us to His 
work. He made choice of one whom he 
knew had been from his youth instructed in 
all those things which a Christian minister 
ought to know. This person was S. Timothy, 
who, although bom of parents who were of 
the Jewish religion, was very soon led by 
the grace of God a better way. He was led 
to see that the Mosaic Dispensation was now 
at an end ; that having answered all the pur- 
poses of its institution, it had given place to 
that better covenant of grace and truth which 
came by Jesus Cheist. His parents dwelt 
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at Lystra ; and when S. Paul arrived there a 
second time, the wonderful cure of the impo- 
tent man, which took place during his iarst 
visit, caused him to be received with joy and 
gladness.* The parents of S, Timothy re- 
ceived the Apostle with hospitality, and deli- 
vered up their son to his care and teaching. 
S. Timothy had indeed been previously in- 
structed in the Scriptures of the Old Testa- 
ment, having from a child known the Holy 
Scriptures, which are able to make us wise 
unto salvation, through faith which is in 
Cheist jEsus.t Of his mother Eunice, as 
well as his grandmother Lois, honourable 
mention is made by S. Paul in his second 
epistle to Timothy, both of them being dis- 
tinguished by the sincerity of their faith. 
To the early instruction, therefore, of these 
holy women, and the good example which 
they set their beloved child, must be attri- 
buted the distinguished position which this 
young disciple attained in the primitive 
Church. The grace of God still works in 
the same manner ; and good instruction, to- 
gether with good example, will ever Ije pro-

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ductive of holiness of life. " Train up a child 
in the way he should go," said the wise king 
of Israel, " and when he is old he will not 
depart from it."* 

S. Paul having found in S. Timothy one 
who was as deeply interested as himself in 
the spread of divine truth, and in bringing 
the outcast Gentile into the fold of Cheist, 
took him as the companion of his travels pre- 
vious to appointing him to preside over the 
Church at Ephesus. Having passed through 
Phrygia and Galatia, they came to Troas, 
from whence they set sail for Samothracia, 
and so on to Neapolis; from which place 
they passed to Philippi, the chief city of that 
part of Macedonia. Here they were treated 
with great severity by the magistrates, and in 
consequence they departed to Thessalonica, 
from whence, being persecuted by the Jews, 
they were obliged to fly to Bersea. At Bersea 
they found a people of a kinder disposition, 
and ready to hear the teaching of the Apos- 
tles ; but they did not admit the truth of aU 
that was taught them, until they had first 
compared the statements of S. Paul with the

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prophecies relating to the Messiah. But 
although the people of Beraea were generous 
and kind, yet the Jews continued to stir up a 
party against the Apostles, which caused S. 
Paul to be privately conducted to Athens ; 
while Silas and S. Timothy, being less con- 
spicuous objects of jealousy, remained behind, 
and continued to afford instruction to all who 
would listen to them. "We are not informed 
whether S. Timothy joined S. Paul at Athens, 
although we find a short time afterwards they 
were together at Corinth, from whence S. 
Paul sent S. Timothy to Thessalonica to in- 
quire into the state of Christianity in that 
city; and to encourage those who had re- 
ceived the Gospel to continue firm in their 
new profession. From Thessalonica S. Timo- 
thy returned with the welcome intelligence 
of their firmness and constancy, notwithstand- 
ing the many persecutions which took place j 
and of their sincere affection for S. Paul him- 
self; intelligence which could not fail to glad- 
den the heart of this faithful servant of Q-od. 
When S. Paul and his companions had 
continued about eighteen months at Corinth, 
he resolved upon a journey to Jerusalem, in 
E 2 
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which city he did not remain long, but pro- 
ceeded to Antioch; and having travelled 
through Galatia and Phrygia with a view of 
confirming the minds of those who had been 
converted to Christianity, he came at length 
to Ephesus, where he continued to reside 
three years. The great work in which he 
was engaged, and to which he had been called 
in so remarkable a manner, did not permit 
him to remain altogether in this city, though 
he was deeply interested in its spiritual welfare. 
Knowing that the afl&irs of the Church in Ma- 
cedonia required his presence, he determined 
to go there, not, however, until he had commis- 
sioned the companion of his travels to exercise 
the office of a Bishop at Ephesus. He was 
consecrated to this office, and the whole of 
that part of Asia Minor was committed to his 
care. S. Timothy was but young when he 
was called to this important office ; and S. 
Paul fearing that many might despise his 
authority on account of his want of years, and 
knowing how liable the best of men are to 
fall into error, endeavoured to strengthen his 
authority, and to guide him by prudent 
counsels ; and for this purpose addressed 
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to him those two Epistles which bear his 
name. 

Although S. Timothy was thus appointed 
to preside over, and take charge of the 
Church at Eptesus, yet he afterwards accom- 
panied S. Paul in his journey through Greece, 
from whence he again returned to discharge 
those duties which had been committed to 
him. Even at this early period crafty teachers 
and false apostles were beginning to disturb 
the peace of the Church, and against these 
S. Paul earnestly urged S. Timothy to be 
ever on his guard. Alas ! that men should 
be so wicked as to corrupt the pure doctrines 
of the Gospel, and endeavour to deceive those 
who are anxiously striving to obey G-qd, and 
secure eternal happiness to their souls ! But 
so it was in those days, and so it is now: 
and we may expect that it will continue to be 
the case as long as the world remains. " There 
must be heresies," said S. Paul, "that they 
which are approved may be made manifest."* 
In these trials, and they were very great to a 
pure and peaceable mind like that of S. Timo- 
thy, he carefully followed the guidance and 
* 1 Cor. xi. 19. 
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instruction of S. Paul, and was faithful to the 
high and holy trust reposed in him. While 
S. Timothy was wisely and discreetly ruling 
the Churdi at Ephesus, S. Paul became a 
prisoner, and was in captivity at Eome ; and 
being desirous of seeing his dear and faithful 
friend and fellow servant of the Loed, he 
wrote to him, and urged him to lose no time 
in coming to him. S. Timothy could not 
bear to hear of his spiritual father and coun- 
sellor being in fetters without endeavouring 
to minister to his comfort, and accordingly 
he immediately repaired to Eome. It was 
during S. Timothy's visit that S. Paul wrot« 
his Epistles to the Philippians, Colossiane, 
and Philemon, in which he was joined by his 
fellow Apostle. S. Timothy's visit at Eome 
was not unattended by danger, since for some 
reason or other he was cast into prison, and 
kept in bonds. How long his imprisonment 
lasted we are not informed, but he was 
liberated during the life of S. Paul, and again 
returned to the scene of his labours at Ephe- 
sus, which he never afterwards quitted until 
he was called by his heavenly Master to re- 
ceive his exceeding and eternal great reward. 
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It required all the diligence wlii^h a Chris* 
tian bishop could exercise, to keep his people 
from being seduced by the luxury, profanity, 
and wickedness which prevailed around them. 
The Ephesians as a people were remarkable 
for everything which is opposed to the law of 
God; and there is always much danger to 
the Christian when he is surrounded by 
temptations to which his own heart is but 
too much inclined to yield. But that which 
was most revolting to all good men, was the 
manner in which some of their heathen fes- 
tivals were carried on. There was one in 
particular which called forth the especial con- 
demnation of the Christians, and that was 
called by the name of Katagogion, in which 
the Ephesians dressed themselves in antic 
dresses, and covered their faces with masks, 
in order that they might not be recognised 
by their acquaintances. Under this conceal- 
ment, and being armed with clubs, they car- 
ried their idols in a wild and frantic manner 
through the public parts of the city, and ac- 
companied the procession with songs. Who- 
ever was so unfortunate as to meet with them 
experienced no mercy at their hands. They 
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neither reverenced age nor compassionated 
the weakness of the female sex, but falling 
upon all alike, they unmercifully beat out 
their brains, and exulted in the cruel murder 
as an action acceptable to their gods ! 

Such barbarism naturally called forth the 
condemnation of all who were not sunk 
beneath the condition of the beasts of 
the forest; and, as might be expected, S. 
Timothy endeavoured to check and suppress 
atrocities which disgraced the whole city. 
At first he expostulated with the misguided 
wretches, and strove by all gentle means to 
draw them away fix)m their cruel practices, 
and to make them ashamed of acting in a 
manner so unworthy of human nature. " Sirs,' ' 
said he, " how can ye practise such cruelty 
one towards another ? Are ye not feUow 
citizens, and under the government of com- 
mon laws ? Why, then, under the conceal- 
ment of masks, and with a view of pleasing 
your gods, do ye violate the laws under which 
ye live ? What must be the character of gods, 
think ye, that can be pleased with such atro- 
cities as these? Call them not gods, but 
ftiries ; and think not that they can alter the 
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destiny of mankind. No, there is only one 
God, and He would have you love one an- 
other, and not beat out each other's brains. 
He has made all men of one blood, and is no 
respecter of persons, but His will is that all 
men should be saved by turning from their 
evil ways to serve Him, Whose Name is 
Holy. Cease, then, from this wickedness, 
and no longer deceive yourselves by such sin 
and folly." Again and again S. Timothy 
thus addressed the Ephesians, in order to 
repress their cruelty, but all to no purpose. 
The festival of Katagogion continued to be 
held with all its wonted cruelty. On one of 
these fatal occasions, S. Timothy, being Tin- 
able to restrain his indignation, rushed into 
the street, and met the mad procession. He 
Btrongly reproved them for their wickedness, 
and exposed their foUy with much severity. 
What they had listened to as individuals they 
could not bear to hear in a body, and encou- 
raging one another, they fell upon their holy 
bishop with their clubs, and beat him as long 
as they thought any breath remained in his 
body ; and after dragging him up and down 
for some time, they left him, thinking that 
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he was dead. His gentle spirit, however, 
had not yet fled ; and some Christians find- 
ing their beloved bishop in this sad condition, 
took him up, and carried him to a quiet house 
not far from the gate of the city, where he 
lingered for two days, and on the third day 
his soul departed, and he was released from 
all his sufferings. Although the voice was 
now silent which used to encourage and 
instruct their weary hearts, and although the 
countenance which once beamed in holiness 
upon them was rigid in death, yet the Chris- 
tians of Ephesus did not relax in their atten- 
tion to the mortal remains of their venerated 
pastor after he had expired, but they conti- 
nued to watch by them, and to guard them, 
until a fit time arrived for their burial. Then 
might be seen a sad and solemn company 
slowly proceeding from the walls of Ephesus, 
towards the spot which had been selected by 
them as a secure resting place for the body of 
one whom they so greatly loved ! No noisy 
sorrow marked the moumftd procession as it 
moved along, but a deep silence prevailed, 
which showed far better than words could ex- 
press the intensity of the grief which filled 
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their hearts. There the body of S. Timothy 
lay until the piety of Constantino the Great 
caused his bones to be taken up, and con- 
veyed to Constantinople, where they were 
again interred with decent pomp in the church 
which that emperor erected to the memory 
of the Apostles. Such was the end of this 
distinguished servant of Gon, whom S. Paul 
called by the endearing names of son and 
brother, which show the high regard which 
the great Apostle of the Gentiles had for his 
fellow labourer in the Gt)spel of the Lobd 
Jesus Cheist. His memory is highly reve- 
renced by all sincere Christians; and will 
continue to be so until the consummation of 
all things, when the faithful servants of Jesus 
Cheist shall form one holy fellowship in 
communion with the Fathee, the Son, and 
the Holy Ghost, and dwell together in that 
happy place to which so many had to travel 
along a path of blood. 



" Fear no more for the torturer's hand. 
Nor the dungeon dark that bound thee ; 

The choirs of heaven about thee stand, 
Bright shining homes surround thec^' 

The night had long set in, and the moon, as 
she slowly rose, cast her silvery beams upon 
the rippling waters of the Mgean sea, which 
gently washed the Lydian coast, affording by 
their serenity a striking contrast to those 
deeds of violence which that coast had wit- 
nessed in former times. At such an hour a 
band of venerable men proceeded silently from 
the city of Smyrna, apparently occupied with 
deep and solemn thoughts. A hurried whisper, 
indeed, occasionally broke the silence which 
prevailed, and showed that their minds were 
engaged with a common subject ; and the 
glances which they ever and anon cast around 
them, indicated an apprehension of some 
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danger from which they were endeavouring 
to escape. The times to which we are 
now alluding were full of trouble to those 
who professed to believe on the Lobd Jesus 
Cheist, against Whose holy religion a fierce 
persecution was raging under the direction of 
the Eoman emperor Verus. Although the 
greatest possible cruelties were practised in 
order to compel the Christians of those days 
to turn away from the glorious hopes set 
before them in the Q-ospel, and to again be- 
come the worshippers of those dumb idols 
from which, through the grace of God, they 
had been withdrawn, yet a wonderful con- 
stancy of mind was for the most part shown 
by the holy men who were exposed to such 
severe trials. 

Among those who thus suffered, there was 
a youth named G-ermanicus, who manifested 
a very extraordinary degree of courage in 
resisting the intreaties with which even the 
Eoman proconsul besought Tiim to renounce 
the Christian religion, and save his life. 
"No,'* said he, "I will not hearken to your 
wicked proposal. The Q-qd in Whom I put 
my trust, He will deliver me ; and although 
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you in your madness may destroy my poor 
body, yet in my flesh shall I still see God, 
Whom I shall see for myself, and mine eyes 
shall behold, and not another. Tour power 
extends not to the soul ; and I feel assured 
that it will be safe in the hands of Him 
Whom I serve, and Whose power can not 
only kill the body, but can also destroy both 
soul and body in hell. Why then, should I 
try to save my body ? No, wreak your ven- 
geance on it ; I will not renounce the glorious 
Gospel of Chbist." So far, indeed, was 
Germanicus from wishing to save his life on 
the terms proposed by the proconsul, that he 
advanced towards the wild .beast which was 
destined to devour him, and offered himself 
as a willing victim, being desirous of exchang- 
ing the miseries of this life for the glorious 
rewards of that which is to come. The intre- 
pidity which Germanicus displayed gave great 
encouragement to his fellow sufferers ; and the 
fortitude which was manifested on every side 
caused the heathen multitude, who were 
greatly astonished at the spectacle, to ex- 
claim, " Destroy the impious !" for so they 
termed those who refused to worship their 
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idols. " Let Polycarp be sought after." 8. 
Polycarp, after whose life there was this cry, 
was the bishop of Smyrna ; and having been 
^ disciple of S. John, was consecrated to the 
office of a bishop by the Apostles themselves. 
He was a most diligent teacher of all that he 
had learnt from the sacred society with which 
he had conversed, and was unremitting in his 
endeavours to bring over the heathen to a 
knowledge of divine truth. This brought 
down upon him the anger of the Smymseans, 
and when a persecution of the Christians 
commenced, he was soon singled out for the 
honour of martyrdom. Now when S. Poly- 
carp first heard of the danger which threatened 
him, he was as calm and unmoved in his 
mind as if nothing had happened to him ; 
and he resolved to remain at his post, and 
await the event. But his friends, and those 
who were about him, and who knew his 
worth, were anxious to save him from the 
danger which they felt to be near, and ac- 
cordingly they persuaded him to withdraw 
from the city to a country house not far dis- 
tant, whither they accompanied him. This 
was the band which silently retired from 
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Smyrna, and proceeded cautiously from a 
neighboupHood where they well knew that 
danger awaited them. A more venerable 
company could scarcely be imagined than 
this little band of aged men. There was 
S. Polycarp, venerable by years, and still 
more so by his intimate acquaintance and 
converse with S. John, the beloved disciple 
of our LoED. He had learned much from 
that favoured servant of Jesus Cheist ; he 
had heard him again and again repeat the 
many blessed words which fell from the Ee- 
deemee's lips, and describe the glorious works 
which He performed. He had also frequently 
heard S. John discourse on the blessings of 
unity, the necessary preparation for that 
divine love which ought to prevail in the 
heart of the sincere Christian. Having en- 
joyed such privileges, well might the heart of 
S. Polycarp overflow with love for the bre- 
thren, and with devotion to that holy Church 
in which all the blessings of the Gospel were 
freely dispensed. When, therefore, he and 
his companions arrived at that retreat which 
they had been prevailed upon to seek, S. 
Polycarp spent his time night and day in 
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continued prayers to the Loed, in which he 
made a humble supplication for all the 
branches of Cheist's holy Catholic Church, 
dispersed throughout the world. This, in- 
deed, had long been his custom ; and it was 
not likely that he would now fail to make in- 
tercession for peace when the whole Church 
stood so much in need of it. S. Polycarp had 
continued safe in his retreat for some time, 
when at length Diviae Providence permitted 
this faithful witness of the truth to be disco- 
vered by his enemies, in order that he might 
be freed from his earthly troubles, and be ad- 
mitted into THE NOBLE AEMT OF MAETTES, 

But before this occurred, he had an intima- 
tion of it in his sleep. Being fatigued with 
his long and constant watchings, he fell asleep 
while he was at prayer ; and in his sleep he 
had a vision. He thought the pillow on 
which his head rested was suddenly encircled 
with fire, and in a few moments was con- 
sumed. This alarming dream roused him 
from his sleep, and he immediately related 
to those near him what he had seen, and 
thus interpreted the meaning of it. "I 
have seen," said he, " a wonderful sight. I 
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was overcome for a short time by sleep, and 
during my slumber, I thought this pillow, on 
which I had rested my head, was encircled 
with a flame of fire, and in a few moments 
was consumed. This, be assured, is no idle 
dream ; but it is an intimation of what awaits 
me. By it I know fuU well that I shall 
shortly be burned to death for a testimony 
of the glorious Gospel of Cheist. When his 
friends heard this they were much alarmed, 
and besought their bishop to withdraw to a 
place of still greater seclusion ; and in com- 
pliance with their earnest entreaties he did 
so, although he felt assured that such a pre- 
caution would be in vain; as, indeed, the 
event proved it to be. His pursuers having 
searched every plaoe where they thought it 
was likely the object of their search would be 
concealed, at last approached the house to 
which S. Polycarp had retired. Having seized 
a boy whom they met with, and who resided 
in the house where they suspected S. Poly- 
carp might be hid, they inflicted upon him 
a severe scourging because he refused to 
betray the holy man. The cruelty which 
was exercised towards him being more 
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than his* nature could endure, he was pre- 
vailed upon, in order to escape a repetition of 
his pain, to lead his tormentors to the house, 
where they found S. Polycarp reposing in an 
upper chamber, from whence he could ver}'- 
easily have escaped, but he refused to do so ; 
adding in humble resignation, " The will of 
the LoED be done 1" His pursuers were 
much struck with his venerable and grave 
manners ; and some were astonished that so 
much trouble should have been expended in 
discovering so old a man, who, in the course 
of nature, had not long to live. Although 
S. Polycarp weU knew the object which the 
men who came to his house had in view, he 
kindly ordered refreshment to be set before 
them, and only intreated for himself that one 
hour might be granted to him, which he 
wished to spend in prayer to God. His re- 
quest having been complied with, and all 
things being now ready, he prepared to take 
his departure with those who had come to 
seize him. So great was the impression 
which he made on the minds of all who saw 
and heard him in that trying hour, that many 
who had come thirsting for his bloody re- 
e2 
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turned with him deeply regretting that so 
venerable and holy a man should be put to 
death. S. Polycarp accompanied the men 
who had seized him, sitting on an ass ; and 
as they approached the city of Smyrna, they 
were met by Herod, one of the magistrates of 
Smyrna, and his father Nicetes, who were in 
their chariot. They immediately caused S. 
Polycarp to dismount from his ass, and having 
taken him up into their chariot, they endea- 
voured to persuade him to try and save his 
life. "What foUy it is,'' said they, "to sa- 
crifice your life for the sake of trifles. For 
what harm can there be in saying Lord 
Caesar, and in offering such sacrifices as you 
are required to do, in order to save your 
life ?" At first S. Polycarp made no answer 
to their remark ; and they, supposing that 
the holy man was beginning to waver, conti- 
nued to urge him to comply; when he at 
length said, " No, I will never do what you 
are endeavouring to persuade me to do." 
[Finding they could not prevail, these pre- 
tended friends of S. Polycarp then began to 
revile him, and thrust him rudely out of the 
chariot. In so doing they wounded him in 
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the leg ; but unmoved by such unkind treat- 
ment, he hastened on his way, and was 
shortly afterwards conducted by a guard to 
the place where the sacred games and shows 
were exhibited in honour of the heathen dei- 
ties. It is said that amidst the noise and 
tumult which usually occurred at this place, 
a heavenly voice was addressed to S. Polycarp, 
saying, ^^ Be courageous, and behave thyself 
valiantly y 

When S. Polycarp was brought before the 
tribunal the assembled multitude raised a 
loud shout as soon as they learned who the 
prisoner was. The proconsul having inquired 
whether he were indeed the Polycarp whom 
they had long sought after, and being in- 
formed that he was, he, like Herod and Ni- 
cetes, endeavoured to persuade him to re- 
nounce Cheist, saying, " Have a regard for 
thine age, and do not expose it to the dangers 
which now threaten thee. Change thy resolves ; 
swear by the fortunes of Csesar ; say. Destroy 
the impious." But S. Polycarp, beholding 
with a grave and severe countenance the 
assembled multitude, stretched forth his 
hand towards them, and as he sighed and

looked up to heaven, said, "Destroy the 
impious!" The proconsul thinking that he 
should prevail with his prisoner, was urgent 
with him, and said, " Swear, and I will release 
thee: speak reproachfully of Cheist, and 
thou shalt be free !" S. Polycarp, however, 
replied, " I have served Cheist these eighty 
and six years, during which time He never did 
me any injury ; how then, eon I blaspheme 
my King, Who is my Savtotje ?" The pro- 
consul then said, " Swear at least by the for- 
tunes of Ca&sar." To which the saint again 
replied, " Because you are so vainglorious as 
to be urgent with me to swear by the fortunes 
of Caesar, know plainly that I am a Christian ; 
and if you are desirous to learn what Chris- 
tianity is, allow me one day's space, and you 
shaU. be informed." But the proconsul treated 
the offer with derision, and threatened to cast 
S. Polycarp to^he wild beasts which were at 
hand, imless he would alter his mind. This 
threat was so far from daunting the holy 
man, that he immediately exclaimed, " Bring 
the wild beasts forth : for our minds are not 
to be changed from better to worse; we 
account that change good which is from vice 
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to virtuous actions." Finding that wild 
beasts had no terror for his prisoner, the 
proconsul threatened to consume him with 
fire. To which threat he replied, " You 
threaten me with a fire which bums for one 
hour and then becomes extinct ; but you are 
ignorant of that fire of the future judgment 
and eternal punishment which is reserved for 
the impious. But why do you make delays ? 
Order which you will to be made use of against 
me." No sooner had S. Polycarp uttered 
these words, than he was filled with confi- 
dence and joy ; and the serenity of his heart 
beaming forth on his countenance, filled even 
his enemies with astonishment. The pro- 
consul himself was much surprised at his 
boldness, and caused it to be proclaimed 
among the people that Polycarp had pro- 
fessed himself to be a Christian ! This so 
greatly exasperated the spectators, that they 
were urgent to have this faithful servant of 
God immediately torn in pieces ; which, how- 
ever, the proconsul dared not permit, as the 
shows in which the wild beasts were let loose 
in the amphitheatre were over. Although 
they were- disappointed with regard to the 
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wild beasts, they were determined to destroy 
their victim, and besought the proconsul that 
he might be burned. As soon as consent 
was given, the multitude collected together 
all the dry wood they could find, and the pile 
being ready for the fire, S, Polycarp partly 
undressed himself, and having loosed his 
girdle, was proceeding to put off his shoes, 
when the faithful Christians who attended 
him intreated that they might assist, as each 
was desirous of touching the flesh of so holy 
a man. Everything being now prepared, they 
were about to fasten the martyr to the stake, 
which had been firmly fixed in the ground, 
but he drew back, saying, " Let me be as I 
am : for He that gives me strength to endure 
the fire, will also grant that I shaU continue 
within the pile unmoved and undisturbed by 
reason of my pain, even without your secur- 
ing me." Instead, therefore, of fastening him 
as they had intended with iron, they merely 
bound him with a cord; and when he was 
thus bound, he offered up the following 
prayer. " Thou Fathee of Thy well-beloved 
and blessed Son Jestjs Cheist, through 
Whom we have received the knowledge of 
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Thee ! Thou God of angels and mighty and 
of the whole creation, and of aU the genera- 
tions of the just who live in Thy presence ! I 
bless Thee because Thou hast vouchsafed to 
bring me to this day, and this hour, wherein 
I may take my portion among the number 
of the martyrs, and participate in the cup of 
Cheist, in order that I may attain to the re- 
surrection both of soul and body to eternal 
life, in the incorruption of the Holt Spieit : 
among whom let me, I beseech Thee, be this 
day accepted in Thy sight, as it were a sacri- 
fice well pleasing to Thee, according as Thou 
hast prepared, foreshown, and fulfilled, Thou 
God of truth, "Who canst not lie. Where- 
fore also I praise Thee for aU these things, I 
bless Thee, I glorify Thee, through the 
eternal High Priest, Jesus Cheist, Thy 
well-beloved Son, through Whom to Thee, 
together with Him in the Holt Ghost, be 
glory, both now and for ever. Amen." When 
with a loud voice he had said " Amen," those 
who had the charge of the fire kindled it ; 
and the flames rising up spread like the sail 
of a ship swollen with the wind, and formed 
an arch over the martyr, who stood in the 
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midst uninjured by it, like those holy men of 
old who were cast into the midst of a burning 
fiery furnace by order of Nebuchadnezzar, 
king of Babylon. 

When those who were eagerly bent on the 
destruction of S. Polycarp saw that the fire 
did not touch him, they commanded the exe- 
cutioner to advance to the pile, and to put 
an end to the holy man with his sword. No 
sooner, however, had he plunged his sword 
into the body of the martyr, than, it is said, 
there issued from the wound such a stream 
of blood as completely extinguished the 
fiames! 

So died one of the most eminent of God's 
saints, of whom the world was not worthy, 
and who, by his patient endurance of suffer- 
ing, and his constancy under the most trying 
circumstances, has lefb us an example of 
what human nature is still capable of doing 
when assisted by divine grace. While, 
therefore, we admire these instances of re- 
markable faithfulness to our holy religion, 
exhibited by men of like passions with our- 
selves, we should ever strive and pray that 
we may be able to follow in their steps 
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whenever it may please God to exercise 
our patience; and in all the lesser trials 
and temptations of life we should be careftd 
to remain faithful unto death, that we too 
may hereafter receive a crown of life. 




" Though the tyrant is stem, 
Yet they fear not his rod j 
For their fears nought discern, 
But the terrors of God." 

The quiet which usually prevailed among the 
citizens of Antioch was disturbed by the un- 
expected visit of the Eoman emperor Trajan, 
who having been successful in his wars against 
the Scythians and Dacians, came about the 
ninth year of his reign to Antioch in order 
to make preparations for attacking the Par- 
thians and Armenians, who had refused to 
submit to his authority. The citizens were 
filled with delight at the unusual honour 
which a visit from the emperor conferred 
upon their city. Every preparation was made 
which could manifest to their distinguished 
visitor the high respect which they enter- 
tained for him : and he was no less anxious

to secure their reverence by the pomp and 
solemnity with which he was surrounded. 
Antioch had long been reckoned among the 
chief of the Christian cities, and was, more- 
over, held in peculiar veneration, from the 
circumstance of having first given the name 
of Christians to the followers of our Loed 
Jestjs Cheist. S. Peter was the first bishop 
who presided over the Church at Antioch : 
and at the period to which we are now re- 
ferring, S. Ignatius was the bishop, having 
been consecrated to that charge about forty- 
four years before by the Apostles, who, pre- 
vious to their deaths, had appointed suc- 
cessors, through whom an unbroken succession 
of ministers in the Church might be pre- 
served, until the end of time ; when the 
Loed of hosts shall reign in Mount Zion, 
and in Jerusalem, and before His saints glo- 
riously.* 

S. Ignatius was a bishop in trying and 
dangerous times : regardless, however, of 
himself, his anxiety was for the welfare of 
the Church, which he endeavoured to secure 
by his tears, fastings, and unwearied dili-

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gence ; and his only fear was lest any of the 
weak and unsettled Christians should, through 
the force of persecution, be moved away from 
the hope of the G-ospel, and thus make ship- 
wreck of their salvation. Whenever a cahn 
period was vouchsafed to the Church, and 
the fiiriousness of persecution abated, he 
greatly rejoiced in the blessing which was 
thus bestowed upon his people, although it 
seemed to remove from him the prospect of 
martyrdom on which his mind was fixed; 
since he thought that without martyrdom he 
could never perfectly attain to the love of 
Cheist, or fulfil the duties of a true disciple 
of his LoED. The time, however, was now 
fast approaching when the Loed would 
vouchsafe to this aged servant his heart's 
desire by receiving him into glory along a 
pathway of pain and suffering. 

The emperor had no sooner been received 
into Antioch amid the pomp and splendour 
which befitted his high and exalted state 
among men, than he began to inquire into 
the nature of the religious ceremonies which 
were observed there, he being a zealous pro- 
moter of that heathen worship of imaginary 
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gods, from which the inhabitants of Antioch 
had long been delivered. When he found 
that Antioch was now a Christian city, and 
had renounced his favourite worship, he was 
greatly enraged, considering it no small af- 
front that peaceful Christians should dare to 
resist his authority, to which fierce and war- 
like nations had been obliged to bend ; and 
therefore, as he had apparently checked the 
progress of the Christian religion in other 
parts of the empire, he was determined to try 
how far he could accomplish the same at 
Antioch, by a fierce persecution of the 
Christians. No sooner had this cruel re- 
solve of the emperor reached the ears of S. 
Ignatius, than he determined at once to pre- 
sent himself to Trajan, and endeavour to 
move him from his bloody purpose. A long 
conversation ensued between them, in which 
the emperor expressed his surprise that S. 
Ignatius had dared to transgress the laws to 
which he was bound to yield obedience. The 
holy man, however, asserted his innocence; 
declaring what power Q-od had given the 
Christians over evil spirits, and added, that

the gods of the Gentiles were no gods ; and 
that there was but one supreme Deity Who 
made the world, and His only-begotten Soir 
Jesus Cheist, Who, although crucified under 
Pontius Pilate, had yet destroyed him that 
had the power of sin, that is, the devil, and 
would ruin the whole power and empire of 
darkness, and tread it under the feet of those 
who carried God in their hearts. 

The emperor being hardened against the 
servants of God, was so far from being con- 
vinced by the discourse of S. Ignatius, that 
he immediately ordered him to be cast into 
prison, where he endeavoured to overcome 
his constancy in adhering to the truth, by 
subjecting him to the most cruel torments. 
He was whipped with scourges made more 
than ordinarily severe, by having leaden 
bullets fastened at the end of the lash. He 
was then compelled to hold fire in his hands, 
while his sides were burnt with torches ; and 
when this was found to be of no avail in 
shaking his holy resolution, he was obliged to 
stand upon coals of fire, while his flesh was 
torn from his sides with burning pincers! 
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Notwithstanding all this, his mind remained 
firm, and being strengthened by divine grace, 
and having his heart fiilly set on the recom- 
pense of reward to which he was well aware 
his sufferings, borne with patience, would 
entitle him, through the merits of that gra- 
cious LoBD Whose servant he was, he bid 
defiance to his persecutors, and overcame aU 
the malice and cruelty to which he was ex- 



When Trajan found that his cruelty had 
no effect upon the saint, he declared that his 
superstition was incurable, and ordered him 
to be conveyed in chains to Eome, and there 
given up a prey to wild beasts. This by no 
means disturbed his composure ; and rather 
rgoicing at the decree, he exclaimed, "I 
thank Thee, O Loed, that Thou hast con- 
descended thus perfectly to honour me with 
Thy love, and hast thought me worthy, with 
Thine Apostle S. Paul, to be bound with 
iron chains." He then cheerfully embraced 
his chain; and having fervently prayed for 
the Church, and especially for that portion 
of it committed to his charge, and with tears 
having commended it to the divine care and 
a 
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providence of Almiglity G-od, he delivered 
himself up into the hands of the soldiers who 
were appointed to carry him to Rome. 

"When all things were ready for his de- 
parture, he took leave of his beloved Antioch, 
and a sad parting it was ; for he left there many- 
dear friends who were broken-hearted at the 
removal of their bishop, whose face they were 
never to behold again. He was conducted 
on foot to Seleucia, a seaport of Syria, about 
sixteen miles from Antioch, the very place from 
whence S. Paul and S. Barnabas had set sail 
to Cyprus. Here S. Ignatius went on board 
a vessel ; and after a tedious voyage, he came 
to Smyrna, and immediately on his arrival he 
obtained permission to salute S. Polycarp, 
bishop of that place, his old fellow pupil 
under S. John, the beloved disciple of our 
LoED. What a joyful sight was the meeting 
of those two aged, but holy men ! It was by 
no means discouraging to S. Polycarp to be- 
hold his friend in chains ; he rather rejoiced 
at the prospect of the martyr's crown which 
awaited him, and earnestly iu*ged him to a 
firm and final perseverance. The presence 
of S. Ignatius became quickly known at 
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Smyrna, and many, especially the bishops, 
priests, and deacons of the Asian Churches 
hastened to behold the venerable stranger, 
to partake of his prayers and blessings, and to 
encourage him to hold on to his consumma- 
tion ! In return for the kindness which he 
met with from so many members of the 
Church, he wrote epistles to them, com- 
mending their love, and strongly urging 
them to submit to their spiritual guides, and 
to avoid those pestilential doctrines which 
were then disturbing the peace of the Church. 
He was not permitted to remain long at 
Smyrna, for his keepers being impatient to 
proceed on their voyage, he was obliged again 
to go on board his ship, which immediately 
sailed for Troas, at which place he was de- 
lighted to learn that the persecution of the 
Christians had ceased at Antioch. At Troas 
he was visited by several of the neighbouring 
bishops, who were anxious to show every 
mark of respect to this aged servant of the 
LoED ; but he was again hurried away from 
his friends by his impatient attendants, and 
was conveyed to Neapolis, a town of Mace- 
donia, and from thence to Philippi, a Eoman 
G 2 
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colony, (the very same journey which S. Paul 
had gone before,) where they were entertained 
with the greatest kindness and courtesy. 
Prom Philippi they proceeded on foot through 
Macedonia and Epirus, till they came to 
Dyrrachium, where again taking ship they 
sailed through the Adriatic, and arrived at 
Ehegium, from whence they sailed to Puteoli; 
and here S. Ignatius was solicitous to have 
ended his voyage, and to have travelled the 
remainder of the journey to Eome by land, 
pursuing the same way that S. Paul went, 
but it was not permitted him ; and after re- 
maining a day and a night at Puteoli, he was 
obliged to embark again, and a prosperous 
wind soon brought him to the mouth of the 
river Tiber. Thus ended the long and tedious 
journey of S. Ignatius, who was no less 
anxious to finish his earthly course, and re- 
ceive the crown of martyrdom, than the sol- 
diers who attended him were desirous of 
arriving at their destination. 

The hardships and difficulties of the journey 
were much increased by the cruelty of the 
men to whose custody S. Ignatius had been 
committed, who heaped upon their venerable 
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prisoner every insult that their malice could 
invent. In one of his letters he thus alludes 
to his journey : " From Syria to Eome I fight 
with beasts by sea and land ; day and night 
I am bound to ten leopards, that is, to a file 
of soldiers, who being kindly treated by me, 
become worse and worse. By their injuries, 
however, I am the more instructed : but for 
all that I am not justified. O, that I might 
enjoy the wild beasts that are provided for 
me! which I heartily wish may be found 
fierce, which I will allure to devour me imme- 
diately, that they spare me not, as out of fear 
they have left some untouched. If they be 
unwilling to do it, I wiU compel them by 
force. Pardon me : I know what is good for 
me. Now I begin to be a disciple, let no- 
thing visible or invisible divert me from, op 
envy my happiness of attaining Jesus Cheist. 
Let fire and the cross, the assaults of the 
wild beasts, the pulling asunder of bones, the 
cutting off" of members, the stamping in pieces 
of the whole body, the punishment of the 
devil come upon me, so that I may obtain 
Jesus Chbist." 
The Christians at Borne had heard that 
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S. Ignatius was comiiig, and were daily ex- 
pecting him, when they were informed that 
he was actually arrived. They went out to 
meet him as he approached the city, with 
mingled feelings of joy and sorrow : of joy to 
behold so eminent a servant of G-od, and of 
sorrow that he was about to be taken from 
them by a cruel death. The approach of 
death, however, had no terrors for him ; and 
when some one expressed a hope that his 
enemies might relent in their savage inten- 
tions, he begged that no let or hindrance 
might be placed in his way now that he was 
hastening to his crown. 

While preparations were making at Eome 
for his martyrdom, S. Ignatius and his friends 
who visited him spent their time in prayers : 
and while they commended the Church to 
the protection and care of our blessed Sa- 
TiouE, they earnestly prayed that the perse- 
cution of Christians might at length cease, 
and that Christians might entertain sincere 
love and charity towards each other. 

These were, indeed, gloomy days for the 
Church, and the faith of Christians in the 
promises of the Loed was put to fer severer 
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trials than we, wlio live in sucli different 
times, can well imagine. But these trials 
were ordained by a Q-od Who seeth not as 
man seeth ; and those very persecutions, 
which seemed to threaten the existence of 
the Church, were overruled by God's pro- 
vidence for its benefit ; and the blood of the 
martyr was said to be the seed of the Church ! 
In order that the punishment of S. Igna- 
tius might be rendered as public as possible, 
one of those days was selected for his execu- 
tion on which the people were accustomed to 
be entertained with the bloody conflicts of 
gladiators, and the fighting with wild beasts. 
Accordingly he was brought into the amphi- 
theatre, where these cruel sports were carried 
on ; and in conformity with his own fervent 
desire that he might have no other grave than 
the stomachs of wild beasts, the lions were 
let loose upon him, whose roaring did not 
shake his constancy, but only increased his 
desire that " now as God's own com he might 
be ground between the teeth of these wild 
beasts, and become white bread for his hea- 
venly Master !" The lions were not long in 
fulfilling the wishes of their victim, and in a 
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few minutes nothing remained of the body of 
S. Ignatius but a few bare bones. 

This mode of execution was deemed by the 
Bomans to be one of their severest punish- 
ments, and was only resorted to in capital 
offences, and towards the vilest and most 
despicable malefactors, among whom they in- 
variably reckoned Christians ! So fia.miliar 
were the Christians of those days with this 
kind of punishment, that upon any trifling or 
frivolous pretence, such as a famine or earth- 
quake, the common outcry was, " Away with 
the Christians to the lions !" 

Among other Christians who were the sor- 
rowing spectators of S. Ignatius' martyrdom, 
were the deacons who had accompanied their 
beloved bishop from Antioch, and whose com- 
parative obscurity preserved them from shar- 
ing the cruel fate of their venerable friend. 
Having come so far from home, they were 
desirous of returning with something more 
valuable to the Church at Antioch than the 
mere recital of their sad story. They accord- 
ingly obtained permission to gather up the 
few bones which the lions had left, and taking 
them with them on their return, they were

joyfully received as precious relics of one for 
whose memory the inliabitants of Antioch 
entertained the utmost reverence ; and were 
solemnly deposited in the cemetery which was 
near one of the principal gates of the city. 
From hence they were afterwards removed ; 
and those remains which were thus so highly 
prized, and were treated with becoming reve- 
rence, unhappily became the subject of some 
of those fables which were circulated in a 
credulous age, and by which the memory of 
departed saints was sought to be magnified. 

As a martyr S. Ignatius gave the highest 
testimony to the truth of that religion which 
he both preached and practised. He gloried 
in his sufferings, which he deemed his honour 
and his privilege : and looked upon his chains 
as his jewels and his ornaments. He was 
so much raised above the love or fear of 
this life, that S. Chrysostom says, " he laid 
down his life with the same ease and free- 
dom, as another man would put off his 
clothes." His mind being fully set upon 
martyrdom, he omitted no occasion of ex- 
pressing his firm trust and reliance on his 
crucified Bedeemsb ; and the epistles which 
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he wrote, and which are still extant, are 
filled with instruction and exhortation to 
faith and patience, and to the constant prao 
tice of all those Christian virtues which are 
necessary in building us up in the religion 
of our LoED and Savioije Jesus Oheist,

" One faith, one hope, one Leader, sternly trained 
Far from earth's noise, to learn the eternal song, 
And gain the conqnest of a heavenly land." 

The court of the emperor Tiberius was graced 
by the presence of many noble families, but 
there were few, if any, which were more dis- 
tinguished than that of Eaustus, who being 
said to be nearly related to the emperor, was 
much patronised by him. He was married 
to a Eoman lady of exquisite beauty, whose 
name was Mattidia, and was the father of 
three sons, named Eaustinus, Eaustus, and 
Clement. His happiness, however, was in- 
terrupted by his wife informing him that she 
had been warned in a dream to depart for a 
time, with her two eldest sons, from Eome. 
In thus relating her vision she did not exactly 
speak the truth, but being desirous for family 
reasons to withdraw from Eome, she wished 
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to do BO without inflicting on her husband 
the pain which the real motive for her de- 
pao^ure would occasion. 

Much as Faustus regretted his separation 
from the object of his affections, he did not 
hesitate to comply with her request ; and 
accordingly sent her and his two eldest sons 
to Athens, thinking that their education 
would not be interrupted by their residence 
in that famous school of philosophy. Mat- 
tidia and her children had been long absent 
without any tidings being received of them ; 
and although messengers were frequently 
sent, Faustus could obtain no intelligence of 
those he so dearly loved : he therefore deter- 
mined to go in search of his wife and children, 
and having left his youngest son Clement 
under the care of a trusty guardian, he set 
out with an anxious heart to Athens. After 
encountering many adventures by land and 
by seaj Faustus met with the objects of his 
search, and the meeting was one of great joy 
to all the family. 

Clement, who was now separated from his 
parents, pursued his studies with considerable 
diligence, and was equally distinguished by 
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the manliness of his character, and the virtue 
of his life and conversation. He was greatly 
beloved by all his acquaintance, and his 
amiable manners made a deep impression 
upon all who came within the reach of his 
influence. But although he was thus beloved 
and admired by others, he had subjects of 
deep interest and painful inquiry harassing 
the peace of his own bosom. In vain did he 
strive to allay the agitation which prevailed, 
and which seemed to bid defiance to every 
exertion on his part. The subject which 
most troubled his mind was the question of 
the immortality of the soul, as well as the 
nature of the life which was beyond the 
grave. He could not bring himself to believe 
that the life of man is bounded by the narrow 
span of the present scene of existence. He 
felt persuaded that so intelligent a being as 
man must have a widely different destiny to 
that of the brute creation, and he accordingly 
set himself to work to find out the truth of 
this. But long did he search in vain ; diffi- 
culty after difficulty presenting itself to his no- 
tice. At length, after again and again diving 
into the depths of his own mind for the dis- 
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covery of the trutli, without deriving any 
satisfaction from his inquiries, he betook 
himself to the schools of the philosophers, 
but there he met with no better success. 
Instead of obtaining a calm and rational 
solution of his difficulty, he found nothing 
but fierce contentions, and endless disputes 
about trifles. The leaders of the different 
sects were only anxious for victory in their 
disputes. To obtain this they were often 
forgetful of the truth itself, and had recourse 
to the most sophistical reasoning in order to 
silence an opponent, and to carry off the 
palm of philosophical victory. It was, there- 
fore, impossible for Clement to obtain any 
satisfaction from this quarter. His anxiety, 
however, was not lessened by what he had 
heard ; and being still desirous of arriving at 
the truth, he determined to consult the 
Egyptian priests, who were said to be deeply 
skilled in magic, and able by their incanta- 
tions to recall to the world departed spirits. 
He thought if he could only hold converse 
with a spirit thus recalled, his difficultieB 
would be at an end, and all his doubts would 
be removed. But before he carried this de- 
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termination into execution, he heard that the 
Son of God Himself had been upon the 
earth, and that He had published some very 
wonderful doctrines in Judea ; he was, there- 
fore, anxious to ascertain the truth of this 
report, and during his inquiry S. Barnabas 
came to Eome. No sooner had this holy 
man arrived in Rome, than Clement visited 
him, and without any hesitation placed him- 
self under his instruction. By him he was 
taught all those truths after which his heart 
had so long yearned ; and he gladly embraced 
that doctrine which promised him happiness, 
not only in the life that now is, but also in 
that which is to come. "When S. Barna- 
bas left Eome, Clement followed him to 
Alexandria in Egypt, and from thence to 
Judea. On arriving at CaBsarea he met S. 
Peter, by whom he was further instructed in 
the truths of the Christian religion, and at 
whose hands he received the sacrament of 
baptism. S. Peter was much interested in 
this youthful convert from heathenism ; and 
as their attachment was mutual, Clement 
continued to be the companion of S. Peter 
until the martyrdom of that Apostle. 
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Many and long were the travels of these 
Mthful followers of Jesus Cheist : and when 
in Borne, where they arrived together, it is 
said that S. Peter appointed S. Clement to 
be the bishop of the imperial city. It is a 
matter of doubt whether S. Peter himself 
ever presided over the see of Eome, as the 
ancient writers are not decided with regard 
to that point : but it is an historical certainty 
that S. Clement himself was a bishop of that 
city. When S. Peter wished to appoint his 
companion to the high and responsible ofGice 
of a bishop, S. Clement shrunk from so 
arduous a situation, alleging the conscious- 
ness of his own unfitness for it. But S. Peter 
strongly urged him to imdertake it ; and after 
delivering a long discourse on the duties he 
would have to perform, and defining the 
offices of the different orders of ministers in 
the Church, he laid his hands on S. Clement, 
and compelled him to take his seat as bishop 
of Bome. Little is said in ecclesiastical his- 
tory about the manner in which he discharged 
his duties, but the Epistle which bears his 
name is an evidence of much zeal and active 
exertion in fulfilling the duties of the high 
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office in wliicli he was reluctantly placed. 
The city of Eome was free from those perse- 
i^utions to which the early Christians were 
exposed, from the time of !Nero until the 
reign of Domitian; and amidst the persecution 
which raged during his rdgn S. Clement was 
preserved. On the death of Domitian a calm 
and peaceful season prevailed under the mild 
and gentle sway of Nerva; but the calm, 
alas ! was succeeded by a still darker storm, 
which burst upon the Church under the 
auspices of Trajan, who, although a just and 
excellent prince in other respects, was, as we 
have seen in the ease of S. Ignatius, a deter- 
mined supporter of the heathen religion, and 
consequently was strongly opposed to every- 
thing which threatened it. Among other 
laws which were enacted during his reign, 
there was one which forbad the meetings of 
various societies in the empire, at which busi- 
ness was transacted, and a spirit of love and 
friendship promoted: societies not unlike in 
their constitution and object those which now 
exist in this country for the mutual aid of 
their members. It was believed that these 
societies were nurseries of treason and sedi- 
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tion, and that they therefore ought to be 
suppressed. Unfortunately Christian assem- 
blies were classed nnder this head, because 
they were all nnder one president or bishop, 
and carried on a system of worship widely 
different from the religion of the empire. 
The enemies of the Christian religion took 
advantage of this law, and proceeded against 
the members of the Church at Eome, in 
which S. Clement, as bishop, was sure to 
have the greatest share of sufferings. But 
that which more immediately drew down the 
wrath of the heathens upon S. Clement was 
the conversion to Christianity of a noble 
Eoman lady named Theodora, together with 
her husband, who had been a great fevourite 
with the late emperor Nerva. These illus- 
trious converts brought others in their train: 
and the envy of the heathen magistrates being 
in consequence excited, S. Clement was soon 
afterwards charged with practising magic and 
sorcery ! They brought against him a still 
heavier charge than this, which was that of 
being a contemner of the gods whom the 
Eomans worshipped. They determined to 
put his constancy to a severe trial, and cried 
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out, saying, " He shall either offer sacrifice to 
our gods, or else he shall expiate his impiety 
with his blood." The praefect of the city, 
whose name was Mamertine, endeavoured to 
appease the tumult which was raised, and 
sent for S. Clement with a view of prevailing 
upon him to comply with the demand which 
had been made. His endeavours, however, 
were useless; and when he found the holy 
man inflexible, he sent a statement of his 
case to the emperor, who immediately gave 
directions that S. Clement should either offer 
sacrifice to their gods, or be banished to Cher- 
son, a city beyond the Black sea, and there 
be compelled either to dig in the marble quar- 
ries, or work in the mines. The prsefect, 
who was a very hmnane man, unwillingly 
complied with this severe edict, and pre- 
pared with reluctance to convey the bishop 
to the place of his banishment. To be ba- 
nished to Cherson was the severest punish- 
ment, excepting death, which the Eomans 
ever inflicted. The person who was thus sen- 
tenced was exposed to every kind of inhu- 
manity, being whipped, chained, deprived of 
all his possessions^ and degraded to the con- 
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dition of a slave; and, moreover, rendered 
incapable of making a will. Nor was even 
tliis all. The criminal had his head half 
shaved, his right eye bored out, his left leg 
disabled, and his forehead branded with an 
infamous mark : not to mention the hunger 
and thirst, the cold and nakedness, to which 
the unhappy victims of a cruel law were ex- 
posed. 

On arriving at his place of destination, S. 
Clement found a vast number of GhristianB 
in the same miserable condition with himself. 
His appearance, however, among them was a 
great consolation amid the evils by which 
they were surrounded. So wonderfully does 
the Almighty overrule the intentions of His 
enemies, that the banishment of these Mthful 
Christians led to the conversion of the neigh- 
bouring heathens, who being much struck by 
the conduct of S. Clement and his fellow suf» 
ferers, willingly received their instruction; 
and in a very short time Christianity com- 
pletely triumphed, where heathenism in all 
its cruel forms had before prevailed. 

The account of this wonderM change hav- 
ing reached the emperor's ears, he imme- 
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diately despatched Aufidian to check, if pos- 
sible, the further progress of the Christian 
religion. The severest punishments were in- 
flicted upon the Christians, and great numbers 
were put to death. These cruelties were 
imayailing in accomplishing the emperor's 
object. The martyr who suffered to-day only 
strengthened his brethren to undergo the 
torments of to-morrow. So fearless were 
they of death, that they even pressed for- 
wards to execution, each being anxious to 
show his Mthfiilness ; and rejoicing in being 
thought worthy to suffer death for the truth. 

Aufldian finHing that he could not deter 
the^e faithful men from their purpose, re- 
solved to single out one of greater eminence 
than the rest for a cruel death ; hoping that 
by such a display of the emperor's vengeance 
he should be able to drive the others j^om 
their constancy. But here again the wrath 
of man was overruled by an Almighty power, 
and rendered subservient to the advancement 
of that very cause which it was intended to 
destroy. 

S. Clement was, as might be expected, the 
individual who was thus selected ; and every

kind of temptation was employed to make 
him swerve from his purpose. "When his 
enemies found they could not prevail, they 
gave orders for him to be conveyed out to 
sea, and then to be thrown overboard in 
order that his body lying at the bottom of 
the deep, the Christians might not be able to 
find it, and show it that honoiur which the 
memory of so holy a man deserved. He 
offered no resistance to his murderers, but 
calmly went on board the vessel which was 
ordered to carry him to execution, as though 
he were setting out on an ordinary voyage. 
But however unmoved S. Clement himself 
might be at the prospect of his approaching 
end, being strengthened by Him Who wiU 
always give His servants strength for what- 
ever occasion it may be wanted, his fellow 
sufferers could not behold their bishop and 
their friend removed from them without feel- 
ing that they were now about to become 
truly desolate. The sorrows which they had 
experienced before his arrival were then for-* 
cibly presented to their minds, and they 
looked forward to a repetition of them now 
that he was no longer to be with them. Be- 
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fore S. Clement left them, however, he ex- 
horted them to resist every attempt which 
might be made to shake their fidelity in their 
erucified Lobd, and reminded them that this 
was only a short and an evil life ; and that if 
they remained faithful unto death, they should 
be rewarded with crowns of glory that should 
never fiade away.* Those who had the charge 
of S. Clement were impatient to be gone, and 
hurried off their prisoner as soon as he had 
given his blessing to those who were assem- 
bled to witness his departure. The vessel 
which bore him away was quickly out of 
sight, but was followed by the prayers and 
the tears of those who were left behind. 

On this sad voyage S. Clement had no 
&iend with whom he could converse ; and as 
he was surrounded by men who were to be 
his executioners, we do not know what passed 
in his last moments, but we may be quite 
sure that the holy man would lose no oppor- 
tunity of promoting his Master's glory, either 
by persuading others to embrace His religion, 
or by manifesting his own faithfulness, even 
unto death.

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The cruel sentence was executed, and the 
martyr was soon buried among the waves* 
But although his body thus perished, his 
soul was quickly received into Chbist's hear 
venly kingdom, to his eternal and great 
reward. Unto this day his memory is held 
in great honour by the Church, and the 
twenty-third day of November is set apart 
for the commemoration of his sufferings. 




" Fear no more for the clanking chain, 
Thou art free as light of heaven ; 
The stripes that marked thy frame with pain. 
For rays of thy crown are given." 

The sun rose in all his magnificence on the 
first of August, and poured a fiood of glorious 
light on the towers of Lyons. It was a day 
of high solemnity in that ancient city, and 
even philosophers condescended to mingle 
with the ruder sort in the festivities which 
prevailed. But that which drew together the 
greatest crowd of people, and was the greatest 
object of attention, was the exhibition of gla* 
diators, and the throwing the bodies of male^ 
factors to the wild beasts in the amphitheatre, 
For the purpose of indulging the cruel pro- 
pensities of our corrupt nature such exhibi- 
tions were of common occurrence, before the 
mild doctrines of Christianity taught mankind 
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a more excellent way, and were not unfre- 
quently taken advantage of by the heathens 
for sacrificing Christians who refused to bow 
down to idols of wood and stone. 

On the day to which allusion has been 
made, it was reported that many atheists, 
for such they called those who did not be- 
lieve in false gods, would be exposed to the 
rage of the wild beasts which were kept for 
such purposes. Various were the emotions 
which agitated the breasts of those who were 
hurrying to witness the cruel spectacle. A 
mad desire of inflicting punishment upon the 
contenmers of their gods influenced some, 
while others had secret misgivings about the 
justice of such proceedings. "The gods," 
said they, " can never take delight in witness- 
ing their creatures' sufferings." Again, there 
were others who sympathised with the mar- 
tyrs, and had their own belief in the truths 
of the Gospel strengtliened by the valiant 
manner in which the victims of persecution 
met their death. A breathless silence, only 
broken by the bowlings of the wild beasts, 
reigned over the assembled thousands as each 
martyr fell beneath the savage gripe of the 
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lions. At lengtli the beasts themselves were 
weary with the work of destruction, and the 
shades of night put an end to the savage 
scene. But the vindictive rage of the perse- 
cutors was still far from being satisfied : and 
the constancy which was displayed by the 
victims only seemed to excite their hatred to 
a cause which seemed to bid defiance to all 
their efforts. 

During these sad times, S. Irenseus was 
performing the duties of a priest at Lyons ; 
having left the luxuries and comforts of the 
east, of which he was a native, for a wild and 
uncultivated region of the west ; for Gaul at 
that time Was in a very rude and barbarous 
state. S. IrensBus, however, was undaunted 
by the manners of the people among whom 
he had taken up his abode, and he thought of 
nothing else than the best means of winning 
them to Chbist, and prevailing upon them 
to leave ofi* their savage customs, and to cease 
from their idolatry. It was no small trouble 
to him to learn the language of these 
strangers, without a knowledge of which 
he could not hope to make much impression 
upon them. He overcame every difficulty, 
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and pursued his holy labours with the encou- 
raging belief that success attended them, and 
that he was beneficial to Pothinus in adminis- 
tering the affiurs of the Church at Ii7ons4 
As S. IrensBus lived in comparative retire- 
ment, and was much beloved by all who were 
acquainted with him, he escaped the destruc- 
tion which was now ravaging the Bedeemeb's 
flock. But the freedom which the priest en- 
joyed was not extended to the bishop : and 
when the persecution was at its height, the 
venerable Pothinus was marked for destruc- 
tion ; and although this holy man was more 
than ninety years of age, he was not per- 
mitted to descend into the grave in peace. 
He was known to possess great influence 
among the Christians of Lyons, and his ene- 
mies thought that by sacrificing him they 
should restore their idolatry without any ftuv 
ther molestation. But in this, as in many 
other cases, God allowed the wickedness of 
man to accomplish His own blessed purpose. 
Christianity was so far from being depressed 
at Lyons by the death of Pothinus, that it 
received encouragement ; and as it had often 
before happened, others who were rather wa- 
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vermg in their opinions, waxed valiant by the 
example which was set. It had long been 
the anxious desire of Pothinus to be enrolled 
in THE NOBLE ABMT OF MABTYBS, in Order 
that he might testify his devotion to his 
LoBD and Master : and when he found that 
his hopes were about to be realised, a new 
spirit seemed to be infused into his decayed 
&ame ; and he looked forward to his martyr- 
dom with unfeigned pleasure, as the entrance 
on a state of glory. 

On being brought before the public tri- 
bunal, the magistrates of the city followed, 
attended by an immense multitude, who rent 
the air with their shouts, even like that infii- 
riate rabble that hailed with acclamations the 
Crucifixion of our blessed Lobd. When 
standing before his judges he was in no re- 
spect cast down, but was strengthened with 
might in the loner man ; and when he was 
tauntingly asked by the governor of the city 
who the God of the Christians was, he firmly 
answered, knowiug that the question was put 
in derision, " If thou wert worthy, thou 
shouldest know !" No further question was 
asked. His doom had previously been deter- 
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mined; and a tnal would only defer tlie 
pleasure which his enemies anticipated &om 
his execution. He was hurried away from 
the mock tribimal of justice ; and although 
age and sickness had rendered this faithM 
servant of the Lobd so weak that he could 
scarcely crawl, no compassion was manifested 
for his sufferings. "When he was unable to 
move he was rudely dragged and kicked by 
those who were near him, while those who 
were further off showed their ferocity by 
throwing at him whatever came in their way ! 
So furious were they, and so mad in their 
rage, that they even considered it an act of 
piety to their gods to be able to inflict some 
injury upon their victim. Death, they thought, 
would be too merciful to one whom they were 
desirous of torturing in every possible man- 
ner: and accordingly, instead of an imme- 
diate execution, he was cast wounded and 
naked into prison, where he lingered two 
days ere he resigned his soul to God. 

The death of this venerable man left the 
Church at Lyons without a head and without 
a guide in those stormy times, and his loss 
was deeply felt. 
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The Cliristians who survived this persecu- 
tion were much grieved by the removal of 
their beloved bishop, and in their distress 
fixed upon S. IrensBus as the successor of 
Pothinus, who by his conduct afterwards 
proved the wisdom of their choice. His 
courage was far superior to that of most men, 
and this was equalled by his prudence ; and 
tolly there was need for these qualities in 
those days, for the Church was not only beset 
by open enemies without, but was harassed 
and torn in pieces by heresies within. He 
was ever on his guard against those whose 
open object was the destruction of the Chris- 
tian faith, and the restoration of that idolatry 
from which so many had happily been deli- 
vered : while his vigilance was no less unre- 
mitting in preventing the spread of those 
baneful doctrines by which the Christian 
religion was corrupted, and in exposing the 
follies by which the miserable authors of these 
heresies were actuated. He even summoned 
a provincial synod at Lyons, where with the 
assistance of twelve other bishops, he con- 
demned the heresies of those who were then 
disturbing the peace of the Church. It is 
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not necessary here to inquire into the nature 
of these heresies: it is sufficient to know 
that by them Chnstiamty was greatly cor- 
rupted, and that while they allowed it a name 
to live, they destroyed its power. 

S. IrensBus was particularly distinguished 
for his opposition to the heretics alluded to, 
because they actually invaded his own pro- 
vince, and were anxiously endeavouring to 
draw aside the Mthfiil at Lyons from the 
form of sound words which had been deli- 
vered to them. Grievous wolves had indeed 
entered in, and were making havoc of the 
flock.* The field of the Church, as our 
blessed Lobd had predicted, was then over- 
run with tares ; which not only threatened to 
choke the seed of divine truth, but also had a 
powerful tendency to hinder the propagation 
of the Gospel among those who were without, 
since the schisms and divisions in the Church 
were then, as they ever will be, brought for- 
wards by the opponents of Christianity, as 
arguments against its truths It was with 
reference to these divisions, and the evils 
which resulted from them, that our blessed

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LoED once said, " By this shall all men know 
that ye are My disciples, if ye have love one 
to another :"* and when He prayed that His 
' disciples might be one : " As Thou, Fatheb," 
said He, " art in Me, and I in Thee, that they 
also may be one in lis : that the world may 
believe that Thou hast sent Me."t Happy 
would it be if this prayer were remembered, 
and if men endeavoured to act in the spirit of 
it ! But the great enemy of man and G-od is 
still allowed to tempt men to their destruc- 
tion, that the constancy of the sincere Chris- 
tian's faith may be the more conspicuous. 

A dreadful storm was now beginning to 
darken on the horizon, which afterwards shook 
not only the Church, but, as it were, the 
whole world. S. IrensBus had long been 
bishop of Lyons, when Eleutherius, bishop of 
Some, died, and was succeeded by Victor, a 
man of furious and ungovernable temper, and 
who was impatient of the least opposition. A 
dispute had previously existed with regard to 
the proper time of keeping the feast of 
Easter, and Victor revived the dispute, and 
endeavoured to impose upon the Churches of

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Asia Minor the Eoman custom of keeping 
Easter on the Sunday following the Jewish 
Passover: and when they refused to obey, 
he actually excommunicated thiam ! The * 
Christians of Asia, however, disregarded the 
threatenings of £ome, and under the guid* 
ance of Polycrates, bishop of Ephesus, re* 
solved to observe their own custom, which 
was, to keep Easter on the fourteenth day of 
the first Jewish month, on whatever day of 
the week it might be. They declared that 
they had received this custom from S. John 
and S. Philip, and would on no account 
change it. This declaration, however, had 
no effect on the wilful mind of Victor, and 
he determined to have his own way, even if 
he rent the Church asunder. Every branch 
of the Church was interested in the question, 
and synods where everywhere convened in 
order to heal, if possible, the imhappy schism 
which was likely to occur. A synod of the 
Church of Prance was siunmoned to meet by 
S. IrensBus, in which, with the assistance of 
thirteen bishops, he deliberated on this im- 
portant question. Before the synod was dis- 
solved, it was determined that a letter should 
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be written to Victor, informing him that the 
French bishops agreed with him in the main 
part of the controversy, but gravely advising 
him to take heed how he excommunicated 
whole Churches for observing the ancient 
customs which they had received from their 
ancestors. "What agreement,'* said they, 
"is there in the manner of keeping the 
fast preparatory to Easter? Do not some 
think one day is sufficient, and others two; 
while others maintain that still more are ne- 
cessary? These variations have crept into 
the Church in times when the bishops were 
careless about customs, and now they are in, 
they ought not to cause a want of love and 
peace. When Anicet and Polycarp disagreed, 
and each determined to pursue his own way, 
did they not mutually embrace, and receive 
the holy communion together? And when 
they parted, did they not part in friendship ? 
Why, then, should we destroy our unity for 
the sake of a custom ? Surely we, who repre- 
sent the apostles of the Lobd, ought to follow 
in their steps, and be of one mind and one 
accord, that Cheist may be glorified !" The 
bishop of Eome, however, remained immove- 
i2 
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able in his determination, and persevered 
until the eastern and western Churches were 
completely separated. 

The bitterness occasioned by these divisions 
had scarcely ceased, when the peace of the 
Church was once more disturbed by the hand 
of persecution. Eor some time after Severus 
had ascended the throne, he appeared to be 
favourably disposed towards the Christians ; 
but at length he changed his policy, and com- 
menced a bloody persecution against them in 
all parts of the empire. Having been pre- 
viously governor of the province and city of 
Lyons, he had noticed S. Irenaeus, and had 
remarked upon the flourishing condition of 
the Church which was under his care ; and 
for this reason it is supposed he selected the 
city of Lyons as the theatre of his especial 
enmity against the Christians. Their beloved 
bishop, S. L^ensBus, was soon seized upon by 
the bloodthirsty servants of the emperor, and 
no respect was shown either to his person, or 
to his exalted character. 

It being now determined that the Chris- 
tian religion should be destroyed, no place 
seemed so suitable for commencing its de- 
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struction as that city where it flourished 
under so great and holy a man as S. Irenaeus. 
"No sooner was the bishop in the hands of his 
enemies, than all sorts of torments were ap- 
plied to his body in order to shake his con- 
stancy, and induce him to apostatize. But. 
all was in vain. His heart was firmly fixed 
on that blessed crown which awaited him in 
the world to come. " Take my body,'* said 
the saint to his persecutors, "and do your 
worst. A few more years in the natural 
course of events would have destroyed it, and 
you can only anticipate its destruction. The 
death of my body will hasten the release of 
my soul, and hasten my exceeding and eternal 
great reward." 

Grievous, indeed, were the tortures which 
were inflicted on this holy man, before his 
enemies had satisfled their ferocity. At 
length, however, when they found they could 
make no impression on their victim, they be- 
headed him; and devoted Mends, such as 
were always found in days of persecution, 
came and took up his lifeless body, and hav- 
ing conveyed it to a suitable place, there 
buried it with much solemnity. Long and

bloody was the persecution which raged at 
Lyons afber the death of S. IrensBus ; and it 
is even said by some writers, that the streets 
flowed with the blood of Christians. But all 
this had a very powerful influence in strength- 
ening those who remained; and who thus 
became powerful instruments in the hands of 
GToD in enlarging the boundaries of that 
kingdom which shall survive the destruction 
of earthly monarchies, and shall endure 
throughout all ages. 





" Now their storms are all past, 
And their daric sea of blood. 
Hath conveyed them at last. 
To their haven of good.** 

Atheks had long been tasoxms for tlie schools 
of philosophy vluch abounded in that ancient 
ciiy, and for being the resort of the wise and 
the learned from almost every dvilized nation 
on the face of the earth. But all this time 
the Athenians were in a state of complete 
ignorance with regard to the true QrOD : and 
while they oflfered divine honours to Jupiter, 
and Mars, and Minerva, and Yenus, they 
knew not Him Who created the heavens and 
the earth, the sea, and all things therein. 
They seemed, however, to have an indistinct 
notion that there was some other god besides 
those they worshipped ; for we find that when 
S. Paul in the course of his travels came to 
Athens, he saw an altar inscribed To the 
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vsTKJSOWS GtOD, It is sad to think that men 
who seemed desirous of offering worship 
aright, should have been so mistaken as the 
Athenians were, and should have wandered 
so far from the truth ! But so it was. Al- 
though the Athenians were so ignorant about 
GrOT), they understood well the nature of 
human laws, and were well governed by wise 
magistrates. Their chief council was called 
the court of Areopagus, which means, the hiQ 
of Mars ; and it derived its name from being 
held in a building situated on a low hill near 
Athens, which is said to have been called 
Areopagus, or Mars' Hill, because there was 
a tradition that the heathen god Mars was 
once tried there for the murder of a young 
man who had offered violence to his daughter. 
But whatever might have been the origin of 
its name, it was the place where the chief 
council of Athens was held. The members 
of the council were called Areopagites, and 
amongst the number there was one named 
Dionysius,* whom S. Luke mentions as a be- 
liever in the truths of revelation which S. Paul 
proclaimed before that assembly.

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We know nothing either of his parents or 
his birth ; but he must have been one of the 
principal citizens of Athens, and of excellent 
life and conversation, otherwise he would not 
have been admitted into the council of Areo- 
pagus. Although we know nothing of his 
origin beyond what we gather from his life 
and station, we are informed that he was 
iughly distinguished among his fellow citizens 
for learning and science. It is said that in 
this respect he greatly excelled all his cotem- 
poraries, and that among the numerous 
schools of philosophy with which Athens 
abounded, there was not one with which he 
was not well acquainted. Such, moreover, was 
the thirst for learning which he manifested, 
that he could not rest satisfied with the ad- 
vantages which his native city afforded, but 
resolved to improve his mind by foreign 
travel; and for this purpose he first pro- 
ceeded to Egypt, in order that he might 
perfect himself in mathematics, and the more 
abstruse branches of philosophy, in which the 
Egyptians at that time were especially skilled. 

During the sojourn of Dionysius in Egypt, 
our blessed Loed was delivered up into the 
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hands of wicked men to be crucified and 
slain; on wliicli occasion the sun withdrew 
his beams &om the awM spectacle, and there 
was darkness over all the earth. The dark- 
ness which then took place has been well 
described as nature putting on mourning for 
her Maker. This darkness could not have 
been caused by an eclipse of the sun, because 
there was a full moon when our Lobb suf- 
fered death upon the cross, and an eclipse of 
the sun can only take place when there is a 
new moon. Indeed, the darkness was much 
greater than the darkness which occurs at an 
eclipse of the sun : the day being completelj 
turned into night. The stantin^ttBd to hskit 
shone brightly ; and an earthquake added to 
the solemnity of the scene. 

All these wonderful things were beheld by 
Dionysius ; and on one of his fellow students 
remarking that there were changes and revo- 
lutions of some great affairs taking place, he 
replied, " Surely either Q-od Himself is suffer* 
ing, or at least sympathises with Him Who 
is." 

Dionysius having finished his studies in 
^l^pt, returned to his native city ; and being 
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in every respect well qualified for the office, 
was advanced to be one of the judges of the 
court of Areopagus. He was a member of 
this council when S. Paul boldly advocated 
the doctrines of Christianity against the Stoic 
and Epicurean philosophers, who were op- 
posed to him ; and when he made that speech 
which is recorded in the seventeenth chapter 
of the Acts of the Apostles. This speech, 
which was heard with scorn and derision by 
some, was not without its happy effects upon 
the minds of others : and accordingly we find 
that Dionysius, and Damaris his wife, for 
such S. Chrysostom informs us she was, were 
persuaded by the eloquence of the Apostle to 
receive the Christian faith. It is said, but 
not upon very good authority, that Dionysius 
had a dispute with S. Paul concerning " The 
Unknown God," "Who was to appear in the 
latter ages, and reform the world ; and that 
S. Paul proved that "The Unknown God" 
was the Lobd Jestjs Cheist, lately come 
down from heaven ; and that Dionysius, feel- 
ing satisfied on this point, begged of the 
Apostle to intercede with Q-od for him, in 
order that he might be confirmed in this 
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belief. It is very likely that tliis took place, 
but it is by no means certain that it did. It 
is also said on the same authority, that the 
next day S. Paul having restored sight to one 
that was blind, charged him to go to Diony- 
sius, who having learned the particulars of 
the miracle, was so much struck by it, that 
his own faith was fully confirmed, and he and 
all his family were immediately baptized. 
Although there is some doubt with regard to 
the truth of what has just been related, there 
is none with regard to the effect which S. 
Paul's reasoning in the court of Areopagus 
had upon the mind of Dionysius. It is quite 
certain that he was converted from idolatry 
to the Christian religion during S. Paul's 
residence at Athens ; and that he and others 
clave unto the doctrines which they had 
heard. 

A person of so much importance as Diony- 
sius was a valuable worldly instrument in 
propagating the doctrines of Christianity in 
a city like Athens, and in inducing others to 
embrace them. His great reputation, and 
his acquirements in wisdom and knowledge 
would give a powerful effect to all he said

and did, and thus render him a valuable 
assistant to S. Paul in turning some from 
idolatry to Christianity, and in building up 
the faith of those who were not altogether 
dolaters, but who were only almost per- 
suaded to become Christians. There is some 
doubt with regard to the manner in which 
S. Dionysius passed the first few years after 
his conversion to Christianity. That he re- 
mained firm and true to his new profession is 
very certain ; and we may also be sure that 
the example of one so eminent as S. Diony- 
sius was in everything which exalts the cha- 
racter of man, could not fail to influence 
others, and to cause them to renounce the 
errors in which they had been brought up. 
To the influence of this good man must be 
attributed, humanly speaking, that congrega- 
tion of devout worshippers which now met to 
ofter prayer and praise to the known Q-od. 
It was in truth through the interposition of 
divine Providence that this happened, but 
God generally brings His purposes to pass 
through the instrumentality of human means, 
and S. Dionysius was an instrument of this 
kind. It must have been an encouraging 
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siglit to S. Paul to behold an aasembly at 
Athens,' not met together for the purpose of 
telling or hearing of some new thing, but for 
the solemn worship of Almighty God ! Hia 
heart must have rejoiced with joy unspeakable 
when he heard the accents of devotion issuing 
from lips which once had delighted in recount- 
ing the fabled exploits of imaginary deities ! 
A scene like this would, indeed, have been 
most gratifying wherever it was beheld, but 
particularly so in a city like Athens ! But 
whatever his gratification might have been, 
he had other places to visit, and other duties 
to perform, and on this account he could not 
long continue at Athens to support and rule 
the Church which his hands had raised. He 
would not, however, leave his people without 
a guardian, his sheep without a shepherd, and 
therefore, after being well convinced of his 
fitness for the sacred ofBce, he appointed S. 
Dionysius to be the bishop of the Church at 
Athens ; for in those apostolical times, when 
men were under the immediate direction of 
the Holt SpiEiT,itwas thought that without 
a bishop there could be no Church. Such is 
reaUj the case now, although so many close 
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their eyes against the truth ! S. Paul conse- 
crated S. Dionysius with his own hands ; and 
under his care the Church continued to flou- 
rish at Athens, and believers were daily added 
unto the Lobd. 

When the Church at Athens had attained 
sufficient stability to be lefb for a time without 
a bishop, S. Dionysius is said to have made a 
journey to Jerusalem, to meet those of the 
glorious company of the apostles who still sur- 
vived, and who were assembled at Jerusalem 
to be present at the last hour of the blessed 
Virgin Mary, and to pay the last tribute of 
respect to the mother of their Lobd. He 
did not long continue there, for after enjoying 
the converse of this venerable body, composed 
of those whom our blessed Lobd had vouch- 
safed to call His friends,* he returned to 
Athens, and continued to preside over the 
Church there, only occasionally leaving it for 
a season to visit the Churches of Fhrygia and 
Achaia. 

The diligence and fidelity, however, with 
which he discharged his office, and the kind- 
ness which he showed to all with whom he 

* S. John XY. 1ft. 
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had any communication, did not shield him 
from the attacks of his enemies. Indeed, the 
excellence of his reputation, and the dignity 
of his office, would only serve to render him a 
more conspicuous object for the enemies of 
the Christian religion to destroy. The throne 
of the Caesars was at this time Med by Do- 
mitian, whose jealousy was greatly excited by 
a prophecy which had long prevailed in the 
east, that a person from the line of David 
should rule the world. He therefore trem- 
bled for his own power ; and in order, as he 
thought, to secure it, he commanded all the 
Jews who were of the house and lineage of 
David to be diligently sought out, and put to 
death. Two Christians, grandsons of S. Jude 
the Apostle, being of that line, were brought 
before him ; but finding them poor, and by 
no means ambitious of power, he dismissed 
them as being too contemptible to excite his 
jealousy. His fears with regard to a rival 
from the line of David having been in some 
measure allayed, he directed all his hatred 
against the Christians ; and the persecution 
which took place during this reign is said 
to have been much more severe than any 
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which had preceded it. The fury of the em- 
peror was not confined to the region near 
home ; but by his letters and edicts it was 
extended throughout the empire ; and Chris- 
tians were everywhere sought for, and many 
of them were cruelly put to death. 

It was after one of those sultry days which 
are common in the early part of the autumn, 
that the Christians at Athens were assembled 
with their bishop for the purpose of evening 
prayer. An oppressive weight seemed to 
rest upon each, as if they felt that some evil 
was likely to betide them. They had heard 
of the excessive cruelty of Domitian towards 
all ^ho refused to renounce Christianity, and 
they had sincerely sympathized with the 
sufferers, and had offered up prayers to Q-qd 
in their behalf. But now they were about 
to experience the effects of the fiiry which 
they had hitherto only known by report, and 
they seemed to have a presentiment of it. 

Amid the calm which prevailed, a vessel 
with the Eoman ensign was seen slowly to 
enter the harbour of Athens, and a messenger 
was speedily landed, bearing a command of the 
Eoman emperor to the prastor of Athens.

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The pamful intelligence of the nature of his 
mission was quickly spread, and soon came to 
the ears of Dionysius. The command which 
the messenger bore was that a persecution of 
the Christians at Athens should forthwith 
commence ; and the aged bishop well knew 
that he would be one of the first victims; 
but this had no other effect upon his mind 
than to produce an earnest hope that his 
Saviofe might be magnified in his body, 
whether it were by life or by death. 

" Let the heathen rage," said he, " and let 
the people imagine vain things, what can they 
do ? Can they shake my hope, or deprive 
me of my crown ? No. I am ready to be 
offered, and Q-od grant me strength for the 
trial ! The martyr's robe is white, and his 
crown is unsullied ; and these are the rewards 
of those who testify to the truth of the 
Gospel with their lives." He had scarcely 
ceased speaking, when he was rudely seized 
by the oflicers who were sent to conduct him 
to the praetor. His firmness, however, was 
unshaken : and when they found they could 
not disturb his faith, or turn him from his 
purpoBe, they subjected his aged body to the 
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severest torments. But torments were as 
ineffectual as arguments in turning him 
aside; for nothing could sway the mind of 
one whose faith was so well grounded and 
settled. At length, when the cruelty of his 
persecutors had exhausted itself upon his 
torn and mangled body, death released this 
eminent servant of God from his sufferings, 
and brought his soul in safety to its recom- 
pense and its rest.

S. Justin, who is well known by the epithet 
of "The Martyr," was bom at Neapolis, in 
Palestine, a place which was anciently called 
Sychem ; and he was early distinguished by 
the proficiency which he made in every branch 
of human learning. Egypt being at that time 
a celebrated resort for philosophers, S. Justin 
bent his steps thither, for the purpose of per- 
fecting himself in philosophy and science. 
After examining the pretensions of the differ- 
ent schools of philosophy, he decided upon 
attaching himself to that of the Platonists, 
whose views and doctrines were most agree- 
able to his own mind. 

It happened that one day, while he was 
busily employed in acquiring a complete 
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knowledge of the doctrines of Plato, tliat he 
took a soHtary walk by the sea side. Being 
deeply occupied with his own thoughts, an 
aged man of grave aspect approached him 
unperceived ; and it was not until he was ad*- 
dressed by the stranger that he was aware of 
his presence. The stranger courteously ad- 
dressed him, and their conversation soon 
turned upon philosophy, and upon the supe- 
riority of the doctrines of Plato, which S. 
Justin asserted were the only true way to 
happiness, and to the knowledge and sight of 
Q-OD. This the stranger denied ; and after 
showing the impossibility of Platonism afford- 
ing the happiness which he imagined, con- 
cluded by telling him who were the true 
philosophers, and who were most likely to 
put him in the way of obtaining that after 
which he was now vainly seeking. " There 
were," said he, "long before your reputed 
philosophers, certain blessed and holy men, 
lovers of God, and divinely inspired, called 
Prophets, who foretold things which have 
since come to pass. These men alone under- 
stood the truth, and have declared it to the 
world in books which are still extant ; and 
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which, if read and studied, will instruct a 
man in that which it most becomes a philo- 
sopher to know. The fulfilment of these pre- 
dictions sufficiently prove their faithfulness 
and integrity ; and the mighty miracles which 
they wrought set the truth of what they said 
beyond the power of contradiction. They 
magnified God, the great Creator of the 
world, and proclaimed EGls Son Jesus 
Chbist, the Eedeemer of mankind. But as 
for thyself," continued he, " above all things 
pray that the gates of light may be set open 
to thee : for these are things not discerned 
and understood by all, unless G-od and 
Chbist grant a man the knowledge of them." 
Upon saying this, the stranger departed, 
having made a deep impression on S. Jus- 
tin's mind. A divine flame appeared to be 
kindled in his soul, which produced a sincere 
love, not only of the prophets, but also of aU 
those men who were the reputed friends of 
Chbist. He set himself to examine the Chris- 
tian religion, and being convinced of its truth, 
pronounced it as the only certain and profita- 
ble philosophy ; a philosophy which might well 
alarm and persuade those who were out of the 
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right way, and soothe and comfort those whose 
minds were conversant with it. This, how- 
ever, was not the only inducement to ex- 
change the doctrines of Plato for those of 
Chbist. He was powerfully affected by the 
innocency of the Cluistians' lives, and by the 
feariessness with which they encountered 
death in the blackest shape. " Por my own 
part," said he, " being yet detained under the 
Platonic institutions, when I heard the GhriB- 
tians traduced and reproached, and yet saw 
them fearlessly rushing upon death, and ven- 
turing upon all those things that are ac- 
counted most dreadful and alarming to human 
nature, I concluded with myself that it was 
impossible that those men should wallow in 
vice, and be carried away with the love of 
lust and pleasure. Por what man that is a 
slave to pleasure and intemperance, can 
cheerfiilly bid death welcome, which he knows 
must put an end to all his pleasure and de- 
light ? Would not such an one rather en- 
deavour to prolong his life as much as possi- 
ble, by eluding his adversaries, and concealing 
himself from the notice of the magistrate, in- 
stead of voluntarily betraying himself to an 
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instant execution?" This reasoning was 
unanswerable, since there can be no greater 
proof of a man's sincerity than the laying 
down of his life in order to prove it. The 
heroic manner in which the martyrs of old 
met their deaths, had a very powerful effect 
upon the mind of many a beholder; and 
hearts which went to the amphitheatre for 
the purpose of enjoying a spectacle, returned 
home thoroughly convinced of the truth of 
Christianity! The conversion of S. Justin, 
as might be expected, was a source of great 
regret to his heathen friends, who were at a 
loss to imagine what had wrought such a 
wonderfiil change in their friend. It was in 
order to explain the motives of his conduct, 
as well as to bring about their own conver- 
sion, that he thus addressed his former 
friends. " Think not, O Greeks, that I have 
rashly, and without consideration, departed 
from the rites of your religion. I could find 
nothing in it really sacred, and worthy of the 
Divine acceptance. Eeligious matters among 
you, as your poets have ordered them, are 
nothing but monuments of madness and in- 
temperance, No sooner shall a man apply 
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himself, even to the most learned among you 
for instruction, than he shall find himself en- 
tangled in a thousand difficulties, and become 
utterly confused." He then proceeded to 
expose the folly and absurdity of the founda- 
tion of the Pagan's creed, and thus concluded 
his address : — " Come hither, O ye Greeks, 
and partake of a most incomparable wisdom ; 
be instructed in a religion which is truly 
divine, and acquaint yourselves with an im- 
mortal King. Become as I am, for I some- 
time was as you are. Study the arguments 
which prevailed with me. Examine the effi- 
cacy and divinity of a doctrine which, like a 
skilful charm, expels all corrupt and poison- 
ous affections from the soul, and banishes lust 
which is the fountain of all evil ; from whence 
enmity, strifes, envy, emulation, and such 
like passions proceed, which being once 
driven out, the soul presently enjoys a pleas- 
ing calm and tranquiUity. And being deli- 
vered from the yoke of evils that before lay 
upon its neck, it aspires and mounts up to 
its Creator, it being suitable and right that it 
should return to that place from whence it 
originally came." Although S. Justin was 
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now a sincere Christian, and was well known 
to be such, he still retained the dress of a 
philosopher, and defended the Christian reli- 
gion in that garb. 

Some time after S. Justin was converted 
to the Christian faith, he paid a visit to 
Eome, and is said to have taken up his abode 
near the Viminal mount. During his resi- 
dence there, he was constantly employed in 
defending Christians, and promoting the 
cause of true religion. He was particularly 
successful in attacking and confuting the he- 
resies which, at the beginning of the reign of 
Antoninus Pius, were disturbing the peace of 
the Church. 

Although this emperor was a mild and ex- 
cellent prince, and issued no edicts against 
the Christians, yet, as the followers of Chbist 
were everywhere spoken against as a wicked 
and barbarous generation, they suffered se- 
verely from the effects of the edicts of his pre- 
decessors, which were now put in execution 
against them. It was in order to vindicate 
the Christians from the calumnies which were 
unsparingly heaped upon them, that S. Justin 
wrote the celebrated defence which is called 
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his apology, and which he presented to the 
Emperor Antoninus, and to his two sons. In 
this apology he used very powerful arguments 
against the objections which the enemies of 
the Christians brought against them; and 
not only proved the divine origin of the Chris- 
tian faith, but also showed the unreasonable- 
ness of proceeding against the Christians 
without any evidence of their guHt, and con- 
trary to the usual forms of law. He more- 
over explained the rites and usages of the 
Christian assemblies, and lastly reminded the 
emperor that his predecessor, Adrian, had 
commanded that Christians should not need- 
lessly nor unjustly be harassed, but that their 
cause should be heard in a public court of 
justice. S. Justin's address was not unsuc- 
cessful, for the emperor shortly afterwards 
gave orders, that the Christians should be 
treated for the future in a more gentle and 
reg^ular manner. 

It was not long after he had presented this 
address, that S. Justin visited the East, and 
at Ephesus fell in with a Jew of considerable 
reputation, named Tryphon, with whom he 
had a long discourse ; and at its conclusion^ 
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Tryphon expressed himself much pleased with 
S. Justin, and entreated him to extend his 
friendship to him, in whatever part of the 
world he might chance to be. 

It is not known what places S. Justin 
visited on quitting Ephesus, before he re- 
turned to Eome : but at length he arrived 
there, and had frequent contests and disputes 
with a philosopher named Crescens, a man 
who, although of considerable ability, was 
given up to the lowest vices, and associated 
with the most abandoned wretches. S. Jus- 
tin freely censured the conduct of Crescens-, 
which provoked him to use every exertion to 
accomplish his destruction; and not long 
afterwards, an opportunity presented itself of 
gratifying his wishes. There happened to be 
a married couple at Rome, who being hea- 
thens, lived in the indulgence of every kind of 
licentiousness ; but the woman having been 
converted to Christianity, forsook her evil 
courses, and having in vain endeavoured to 
redaim her husband, was at last persuaded to 
procure a divorce from him. This so exas- 
perated the man, that he accused his wife of 
being a Christian ; but when she put in a 
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petition to be heard in her own defence, he 
left the prosecution of his wife, and accused 
one Ptolemy, by whom she had been con- 
verted, and whom he procured to be cast into 
prison, and there tortured, merely because he 
confessed himself to be a Christian ! 

At length he was brought before the prae- 
fect of the city, and condemned to death. 
His condemnation being contrary to all law 
and justice, Lucius, a Christian who stood 
by, could not forbear teUing his judge that it 
was very hard that a virtuous and innocent 
man should be sentenced to die for no other 
crime than confessing himself to be a Chris- 
tian. This was no sooner said, than Lucius 
himself, together with a third person, was 
sentenced to the same fate. The severity of 
these proceedings roused the solicitude of S. 
Justin for his brethren, and he immediately 
published another address or apology, in 
which he exposed the cruelty and injustice of 
these proceedings against the Christians ; and 
begged that what he had written might be 
read, in order that the world at large might 
judge of their conduct, when they had heard 
the case fairly stated. 
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S. Justin's actiyity and zeal in the cause 
of the persecuted Christians, excited the 
malice and hatred of Crescens; and as he 
could not withstand S. Justin in argument, 
he resolved to instigate the secular power 
against him. 

Marcus Aurelius was now on the throne ; 
and although he was celebrated for his love 
of philosophy, was a zealous maintainor of 
heathen worship. He was well acquainted 
with the undaunted maimer in which the 
Christians met their deaths ; but instead of 
assigning it to its true cause, he attributed it 
to mere stubbornness and obstinacy. As the 
emperor held these opinions, it was no diffi- 
cult matter for Crescens to excite his par- 
ticular hatred against S. Justin, who was so 
able and active in promoting the interests 
of the Christian religion. Indeed, S. Justin 
once told the emperor publicly, that he ex- 
pected nothing less than that either Crescens, 
or some other of their philosophers, would 
form plots to imdermine him, and procure his 
destruction. Nor was he mistaken in his 
anticipation; for before many days had 
elapsed, Crescens caused him to be cast into 
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prison, and afflicted with many tortures. S. 
Justin was not alone in his trials; for six 
others were apprehended with him, and kept 
in the same prison. On being brought be- 
fore the magistrates, the prsefect of the city- 
endeavoured to persuade S. Justin to obey 
the emperor's edicts, and worship his gods. 
Upon which S. Justin told him that no man 
could be justly condemned who obeyed the 
commands of the Lobd Jestjs Chbist. The 
pr»fect then asked in what kind of learning 
he had been brought up ? S. Justin replied 
that he had endeavoured to understand all 
kinds of philosophy and learning, but had 
finally taken his rest in the doctrines of 
Christianity. " Wretch that thou art," cried 
the praefect, " art thou then taken with that 
doctrine?" "I am," said S.Justin, "for 
with right doctrine do I follow the Chris- 
tians." When asked what that doctrine was, 
he answered, " The right doctrine which we 
Christians profess is this, we beHeve the one 
only GhoD to be the Creator of all things 
visible and invisible ; and confess our Lobd 
Jestjs Chbist to be the Son of Ghon, foretold 
by the prophets of old, and who shall here- 
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after come to be the Judge of mankmd,a 
Savioue, Preacher, and Master, to all those 
who are duly instructed by Him. As for 
myself, I think myself too mean to be able to 
say anything becoming His infinite Deity. 
That was the business of the prophets, who 
many ages before foretold the coming of the 
Son of OrOD into the world." 

The praefect next inquired where the Chris- 
tians were wont to assemble, and on being 
told that the OrOD of the Christians was not 
confined to any particular place, he asked 
where S. Justin gave instruction to his dis- 
ciples ; S. Justin immediately informed him 
where he dwelt, and added, that he preached 
the Gospel to all who resorted to him. The 
praefect then proceeded to examine the com- 
panions of S. Justin, and finding them reso- 
lute in adhering to their profession, he thus 
addressed the martyr : — " Hear thou, that art 
noted for thy eloquence, and thinkest thou 
art in the truth; if I cause thee to be 
scourged from head to foot, thinkest thou 
that thou shalt go to heaven?" To which 
the other answered, that although he should 
suffer what was threatened, yet he hoped he

should enjoy the portion of all true Chris- 
tians, weU knowing that Divine favour and 
grace were laid up for all such, and would 
continue to be, as long as the world endured. 
And when, again, he was asked whether he 
thought he should go to heaven, and receive 
a reward, he replied, that he not only thought 
ib, but was as sure of it as of a thing about 
which there could be no doubt. The praefect, 
seeing that it was useless to argue, ordered 
them to depart together, and to offer sacrifice 
to the gods. " 'No man who is in his right 
mind," replied S. Justin, "will desert true 
religion to fall into error and impiety." A 
threat was then held out, that unless they 
complied, they should be tormented without 
mercy ; in reply to which S. Justin declared, 
that there was nothing which they so much 
desired, as to endure torments for the sake 
of our LoBD Jesus Chbist. " For this," he 
added, " is that which wiU promote our hap- 
piness, and procure for us confidence before 
that dreadful tribunal of our Lord and Sa- 
TiouR, before which, by the Divine appoint- 
ment, the whole wbrld must appear." The 
others expressed their ^sent to this declara- 
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tion, and cried out, " Do quickly what thou 
wilt, for we are Christians, and cannot sacri- 
fice to idols !" Upon which the praefect pro- 
nounced this sentence : " Let those who re- 
fuse to sacrifice to the gods, and to obey the 
emperor's edicts, be first scourged, and then 
beheaded according to the laws." 

The holy martyrs rejoiced, and blessed 
God for this sentence which was passed upon 
them. On being led back to prison, they 
were scourged with whips; and while their 
bodies were torn and bloody with the cruel 
treatment they had received, they were be- 
headed. Their feUow Christians, who had as 
yet escaped the fury of the persecutors, were 
not unmindful of those who had just suffered, 
but came and removed their lifeless bodies, 
and decently buried them; rejoicing that 
their beloved companions were thought 
worthy of being enrolled in the noble aemt
